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REPORT. 


To  the  General  Anembly  of  Virginia: 

The  twenty- fourth  annual  report  of  tbla  office  embraces  the  year  endlns 
June  30,  1900. 


The  total  miles  of  main  line,  second  track,  brioches,  and  sidings  reported 
for  the  year  Is  4,699.09  miles — an  Increase  of  110.62  mllee  oyer  that  reportad 
for  the  year  preceding.    Detailed  report  is  given  In  table  No.  1. 


See  table  No.  5.  During  the  year  there  were  no  serious  accidents  to  pas- 
Esenger  trains  tn  the  State,  tbe  caeualtles  reported  being  conllned  principally 
to  trespassers  and  employees  of  the  roads.  The  returns  show  the  totals — em- 
ployees, passengers,  and  others — for  the  year  1900:  Killed,  196;  Injured, 
1.852. 


Tbe  Increase  of  earnings  has  been  enormous.  The  money  thus  added  to 
the  earnings  has  been  used  for  the  Improvement  of  the  property,  yet  the 
large  amount  of  dividends  give  room  lot  a.  larger  Increase  in  the  Improve- 
ment of  roads,  etc. 

The  London  Slalisl.  one  of  the  foremost  financial  publications.  In  a  recent 
issue,  accords  to  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  the  distinction  of  having  made  the 
best  showing  in  the  matter  of  earnings,  with  the  lowest  freight  rates  on  the 
majority  of  Freight  handled,  of  any  road  In  the  world.  The  American  press 
generally  discusses  the  annual  report  of  President  Stevens,  recently  submit- 
ted to  the  stockholders,  and  accords  the  management  of  tbe  road  the  praise 
given  it  by  tbe  English  publication.  The  money-making  branch  receives 
greatest  space  in  the  foreign  publications,  while  the  Americans  discuss  chiefly 
the  operating  branch.  Tbe  Chesapeake  and  Ohio,  during  tbe  past  year,  ob- 
tained a  net  proflt  of  (1,157,000,  against  (706,000  in  the  previous  twelve 
months,  after  charging  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  with  (SZS.004, 
and  maintenance  of  equipment  for  new  locomotives  and  freight  cars  with 
1407,000.    The  Btalist  says  that  such  an  accomplishment  is  most  remarkable, 
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conelderlng  the  fact  that  nearly  GO  per  cent,  ot  tbe  freight  carried  is  coal, 
for  which  the  rate  during  the  past  year  averaged  .202  cent  per  ton  per  mite, 
as  against  .374  in  tbe  previous  year.    The  Statist  says: 

"Thus  the  company  earned  a  net  proSt  of  (1,157,000,  and  was  able  to 
spend  tl,23L,OqO  upon  .strengthening  and  improving  Its  roadway  and  rolling 
stock,  although  It  secured  a  rate  of  only  one-fifth  of  a  cent  per  ton  per  mile 
for  nearly  50  per  cent,  of  its  traffic.  This  performance,  we  believe,  is  un- 
equalled by  any  other  railway  in  the  world.  The  average  rate  received  by 
the  London  and  Northwestern  trom  the  carriage  ol  coal  Is  seven  and  a  half 
times  greater." 

Now  this  is  what  eminent  authority  has  to  say  of  our  President.  Indeed, 
there  Is  no  doubt  about  President  Stevens'  being  the  master  of  tbe  situation. 
so  far  as  any  rate  as  to  cheap  transportation  is  concerned. 

BATES. 

There  baa  been  a  general  raising  of  rates  In  Virginia  the  past  year. 
In  the  most  cases  it  has  been  done  hy  raising  tbe  classiflcatlon,  a  matter 
ftbout  which  the  average  shipper  knows  very  little.  The  peculiar  situ- 
ation of  our  roads  afford  a  great  deal  of  protection  for  the  shipper,  our  lines 
being  mainly  on  the  great  through  routes  North  and  South  and  East  and 
West.  There  have  been  some  cases  at  extreme  hardships,  which  I  have  not 
found  means  of  correcting. 

There  is  published  with  this  report  a  synopsis  of  the  railroad  laws  ot 
the  different  States,  showing  the  powers  and  duties  ot  the  Commissioners 
which  is  given  as  information.

THE   INTERSTATE   COMMERCE   COMMISSION. 

This  CommlsBloD  la  compoeed  ol  Ave  members,  appointed  by  the  presi- 
dent tor  a  term  of  els  yeare.  Elacb  Commissioner  receives  a  salary  of  tT.6D0 
per  annum,  and  tbe  Commlasion  appoints  a  seceretary  at  an  annual  salary  ol 
%Z,50(i.  The  Commission  also  employs  an  assistant  secretary,  statistician, 
aaslst&nt  statistician,  auditor,  special  agent,  law  clerks  and  a  corps  ot  more 
tban  one  hundred  clerks.  Two  hundred  and  tltly  thousand  dollars  are  appro- 
priated by  Congress  to  cover  the  annual  expenses  of  the  Commission.  Any 
Commisaloner  may  be  removed  for  InefBclency,  neglect  or  malfeasance,  No 
more  tban  three  Commlsslonera  shali  be  Of  the  same  political  party.  No 
Commissioner  aball  be  In  any  manner  pecuniarily  interested  in  railroads,  nor 
shall  he  engage  in  any  otber  employment. 

rtlE    ACT    TO    BfOUI.ATK    C'OMMF.HCi:. 

Tbe  provisions  of  the  act  to  regulate  commerce  apply  to  common  carriers 
eLgaged  In  tbe  trail sportati on  of  passengers  or  property  wholly  by  railroad, 
or  partly  by  railroad  and  partly  by  water  when  both  are  used,  under  a  com- 
mon control,  management  or  arrangement,  for  a  continuous  carriage  or  shlp- 
RiC'Dt,  from  one  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States,  or  the  District  of 
Colombia,  to  any  other  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States,  or  the  District 
ol  Columbia,  or  from  any  place  In  the  United  States  to  an  adjacent  or  foreign 
country,  or  from  any  place  in  tbe  United  States  through  a  foreign  country 
to  any  otber  place  in  the  United  States,  and  also  to  the  transportation  in 
like  manner  of  property  shipped  from  any  place  In  the  United  States  to  a 
foreign  country,  and  carried  from  such  place  to  a  port  of  transhipment,  or 
shipped  from  a  foreign  country  to  any  place  in  the  United  States  and  carried 
to  Buch  place  from  a  port  of  entry  either  In  the  United  States  or  an  adja- 
cent foreign  country.  The  act  does  not  apply  to  transportation  wholly  within 
one  State. 

The  act  declares  that  all  transportatioD  charges  shall  be  reasonable  and 
Just,  defines  and  forbids  unjust  discrimination,  and  makes  It  unlawful  to 
give  undue  or  unreasonable  preference  or  advantage,  or  to  subject  any  person 
or  locality  to  any  undue  or  unreasonable  prejudice  or  disadvantage  in  any 
renppct  whatsoever.     Carriers  subject  to  the  act  are  required  to  afford  all 
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proper  and  equal  (acllltiea  for  tbe  Intercbange  ol  traffic,  and  are  lorbldden 
to  d^»;riiclnate  Id  their  ratq^  and  etaargea  between  connecting  lines;  but  no 
commou  carrier  Is  required  to  give  tbe  use  of  ItB  tracks  or  terminal  facilities 
to  another  (carrier  engaged  In  like  business.  To  charge  more  for  tbe  Shorter 
than  for  the  longer  haul,  under  subBtantlally  similar  circumstances  and  con- 
ditions, Is  made  unlawful,  but  the  Commission  has  authority,  In  special  cases, 
to  relie>'e  carriers  from  the  operation  of  tlils  clause.  Pooling  of  freights  or 
division  of  earnings  Is  forbidden. 

Tbe  act  provides  that  carriers  shall  print  and  keep  open  to  public  In- 
spection schedules  showing  the  charges  for  transportation  which  they  have 
establlBh(>d  and  which  are  In  force  at  the  time  upon  their  routes.  This  also 
applies  to  schedules  of  rates  on  freight  carried  through  a  foreign  country, 
such  freight  being  subject  to  customs  duties  In  esse  of  failure  to  publish 
through  rates.  Ten  days'  notice  of  advance  in  rates  and  three  days'  public 
notice  In  case  ot  reduction  must  be  given  by  the  carriers,  and  It  Is  unlawful 
to  deviate  from  the  published  rates.  Copies  of  all  rate  schedules,  and  of 
contracts,  agreements,  or  arraugements  In  relation  to  traffic  subject  to  the 
act  must  be  Bled  with  the  CommlBslon,  The  Commission  is  authorised  to 
prescribe  the  measure  of  publicity  to  be  given  to  Joint  tariffs.  The  Commis- 
sion also  prescribes  the  forms  of  rate  schedules.  It  can  Institute  mandamus 
proceedings  to  compel  the  filing  and  publication  of  rate  sheets. 

The  act  makes  It  unlawful  for  a  carrier  to  enter  Into  any  combination  to 
pr(:ienc  the  carriage  of  freights  from  being  continuous  from  the  place  ot 
shIpnienL  to  tbe  place  of  destination;  and  provides  that  the  carriage  of 
freights  shall  be  treated  as  being  continuous. 

Any  person  who  Is  Injured  because  a  carrier  has  violated  the  act  may 
bring  suit  in  court  for  the  full  amount  of  damages  sustained  or  raake  com 
plaint  to  the  Commission,  but  such  person  bas  not  the  right  to  pursue  both 
remedies. 

Any  carrier,  or  officer  or  agent  thereof,  who  wilfully  violates  the  act  Is 
to  be  deemed  gullty-of  a  misdemeanor,  and.  upon,  conviction,  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  not  to  exceed  (5,000  for  each  offence;  and  If  the  offence  shall  be  an  un- 
lawful discrimination  In  rates,  such  person  shall.  In  addition,  be  liable  to  Im- 
prisonment In  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  exceeding  two  years. 

Any  such  carrier,  or  ofOcer  or  agent  thereof,  or  any  shipper  who  by  false 
billing,  false  classification,  false  weighing,  or  by  any  other  device  whereby 
transportation  Is  obtained  at  less  than  tbe  established  rate,  and  any  shipper 
who  Induces  any  such  carrier  to  discriminate  unjustly,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  ex- 
ceeding 15,000  or  Impriaonment  In  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  exceed- 
ing two  years,  or  both. 

The  Commission  Is  authorized  by  the  act  to  Inquire  into  the  management 
of  the  business  of  common  carriers,  and  to  keep  Itself  informed  as  to 
the  manner  and  method  In  which  the  same  Is  conducted,  and  It  has  the 
right  to  obtain  from  such  carriers  full  and  complete  Information  necessary 
to  enable  It  to  perform  the  duties  and  carry  out  the  objects  for  wblch  It 
was  created.  The  Commission  Is  required  to  execute  and  enforce  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act,  and  it  la  the  duty  of  any  district  attorney,  upon  the  request 
of  the  Commission  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Attorney-General  of  the 
I'nlted  States,  to  institute  and  prosecute  all  necessary  proceedings  for  en- 
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forcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  and  (or  the  punlebment  ot  all  viola- 
tions thereof.  Tho  Commlsalon  has  power  to  require,  by  Bubpoeaa,  the  at- 
tendance and  testimony  of  wltnesseE  and  the  production  of  all  books,  papers, 
tariffs,  contracts,  agreements  and  documents  relating  to  any  matter  under 
InveBtigatlnn,  and  may  Invoke  the  aid  of  courts  to  compel  witnesses  to 
attend  and  testify,  the  penalty  for  disobedience  to  the  order  of  the  court 
being  the  same  as  for  contempt.  The  Commission  may  order  testimODy  to  be 
taken  by  deposition,  the  manner  and  details  of  taking  which  are  fully  pre- 
scribed In  the  act. 

Any  person.  Arm,  corporation,  association,  any  mercantile,  agricultural, 
or  manufacturing  society,  an;  body  politic,  any  State  Railroad  Commission, 
or  any  municipal  organization  may  complain  to  the  Commission  of  any- 
thing done  by  any  aucb  carrier  In  contravention  of  the  act,  or  the  Com- 
iniBslon  may  Institute  any  Inquiry  on  Its  own  motion.  The  Commission  must 
make  report  ot  InvestlgatlonB,  Including  its  findings  of  fact  and  conclusions 
thereon,  and  It  may  make  recommendation  as  to  what  reparation  should  be 
granted.  The  report  of  the  Commission  and  Its  order  based  thereon  must 
be  served  upon  the  carriers.  Procedure  In  the  courts  for  enforcement  ot 
orders  of  the  Commission  Is  provided. 

Tho  Commission  prescribes  Its  rules  of  practice  and  forms  of  procedure, 
has  its  principal  offlfe  and  holds  Its  general  sessions  in  the  City  of  Wash- 
ington, and  may  hold  special  sessions  In  any  part  of  the  United  States. 

The  carriers  subject  to  the  act  must  render  full  annual  reports  of  their 
operations  and  flnanciai  transactions  to  the  Commiseion;  and  the  Coramis- 
siOD  may  prescribe  the  methods  of  carriers  In  keeping  their  accounts.  The 
Commission  la  reoulred  to  make  an  annual  report  to  Congress. 

The  carriers  may  carry  property  free  or  at  reduced  rates  for  the  United 
States.  State,  or  municipal  governments,  (or  charitable  purposes,  to  or  from 
fairs  and  expositions;  Issue  mileage,  excursion,  or  commutation  passenger 
tickets;  give  reduced  rates  to  mlnlBters  oF  religion,  to  municipal  governments 
for  the  transportation  of  indigent  persons,  or  to  the  Inmates  of  Soldiers' 
and  Sailors'  Home:  give  free  carriage  to  their  own  offlcers  and  employes 
and  exchange  tickets  with  other  railroad  companies;  and  issue  iolct  inter- 
changeable five  thousand  mile  tickets.  tarifTs  of  which  shall  be  duly  Hied  with 
the  Commission. 

The  United  States  Courts  have  Jurisdiction  to  Issue  write  of  mandamus 
commanding  the  movement  of  Interstate  traffic  or  the  furnishing  ot  cars  or 
other  traneportatlon  tacllltlee,  and  such  writs  may  be  issued  notwithstanding 
the  proper  compeneatton  o(  the  carrier  may  be  undertermined. 


The  act  provides  that  such  lines  must  themselves  construct,  maintain, 
and  operate  telegraph  lines,  and  must  connect  with  other  lines  and  afford 
equal  facilities  to  all  without  discrimination.  In  case  any  such  line  falls 
to  conform  to  the  above  provisions,  any  person  or  telegraph  company  may 
apply  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  relief,  and  such  Commis- 
sion may  determine  and  order  what  arrangement  is  proper  to  be  made 
in  the  particular  case,  and  the  railroad  or  telegraph  company  shall  abide 
by  and  perform  such  order.    The  Commission  may  enforce  Its  order  by  writ 
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ot  maadamue  In  the  courts  of  the  United  States.  The  CommiBBion  may  also 
institute  any  Inquiry  upon  Its  own  motion.  Penalties  for  falling  to  comply 
with  the  provlsloDB  of  this  act  or  the  orders  ot  the  Commission  ar«  provided. 
The  companies  must  flie  annual  reports  with  the  Commission. 

THE    BACETV-APPLIASCB    ACT. 

Tbie  act  provides  that  after  January  1,  1S9S,  it  sbali  be  unlawful  for 
any  carrier  engaged  In  Interstate  commerce  by  railroad  to  use  any  locomo- 
tlTe  in  moving  interstate  traffic  not  equipped  with  a  power  driving-wheel 
brake  and  appliances  for  operating  the  train-brake  aystem,  or  to  run  any 
train  that  has  not  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  in  It  so  equipped  with  power  or 
train  brakes  that  the  engineer  on  the  locomotive  can  control  its  speed. 

After  January  1,  1S9S,  the  act  makes  it  unlawful  for  any  such  carrier  to 
haul  cars  used  in  interstate  traffic  not  equipped  with  couplers  coupling  auto- 
matically by  impact.  When  any  of  such  carriers  ahall  have  equipped  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  Its  cars  so  as  to  comply  witli  this  act,  It  may  lawfuny  refuse 
to  receive  care  from  connecting  lines  not  sufficiently  equipped.  The  act  fur- 
ther provides  that  after  July  1,  1895,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission,  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  such  carriers  to  use 
any  ear  In  Interstate  commerce  that  la  not  provided  with  secure  grab-Irons 
or  handholds  In  the  ends  and  sides  of  each  car.  The  American  Railway 
Association  was  authorized  by  the  act  to  designate  to  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  the  standard  height  of  drawbars  (or  frelglit  cars,  mea- 
sured perpendicular  from  the  level  ot  the  tops  of  the  raits  to  the  centers  of 
the  drawbars,  for  each  of  the  several  gauges  of  railroads.  The  association 
designated  such  standard  heights  as  follows:  For  standard  gauge  railroads 
34^  Inches,  and  (or  narrow  gauge  rallroada  26  Inches,  and  fixed  the  maximum 
variation  from  such  standard  height  to  tie  allowed  ttetween  the  drawbars 
of  empty  and  loaded  cars  at  3  inches.  The  Commission  thereupon  gave  notice 
o(  the  standard  fixed  upon  to  all  such  carriers,  as  required  by  the  statute. 
A  fine  of  tlOO  is  provided  for  each  violation  of  the  act,  and  the  Com- 
mission is  directed  to  lodge  with  the  proper  district  attorneys  Informa- 
tion of  any  such  violations.  The  Commission  may  from  time  to  time,  (or 
good  cause,  extend  the  period  within  which  any  such  carrier  shall  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  acL  Any  Injured  employe  of  any  carrier  not  com- 
plying with  the  act  shall  not  be  deemed  to  assume  risk  ot  employment, 
though  he  continues  In  such  employment  after  knowledge  of  such  r 
pi  lance. 

This  act  provides  for  the  adjustment  of  controversies  between  carriers  of 
interstate  tradlc  by  railroads  and  their  employee. 

Whenever  a  controversy  concerning  wages,  hours  of  labor,  or  condi- 
tions of  employment  shall  arise  between  any  such  carrier  and  Its  employes. 
seriously  interrupting  or  threatening  to  interrupt  the  business  of  saia 
carrier,  the  Chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the  Com* 
miesloner  of  Labor  shall,  upon  the  request  ot  either  party  to  the  controversy, 
put  themselves  In  communication  with  the  parties  to  such  controversy,  and 
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Bbal)  use  tbeir  beat  effortfl.  by  mediation  and  conciliation,  to  amicably  settle 
the  Bun«;  and  1(  sucb  efforts  shall  be  unsuccessful  they  shall  at  once  en- 
deavor to  bring  about  an  arbitration. 

Such  Board  ot  Arbitration  shall  consist  of  three  Commissi onere.  one 
named  by  the  cBrrter,  one  by  the  labor  organlxatloc,  and  the  third  selected 
by  the  other  two.  In  case  the  otber  two  CommlMionera  tall  to  select  the  third 
within  Ave  dsys  atter  their  Srst  meeting,  the  third  arbitrator  shall  be  named 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commieston  and  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Labor,  A  majority  ot  said  arbitrators  shall  be  competent  to  make 
3  valid  and  binding  avard.  The  award  sball  be  Bled  In  the  clerk's  office  of 
the  proper  United  States  Circuit  Court  where  It  becomes  operatlye,  unless 
excepted  to  and  appealed  from  to  the  Circuit  Court  ot  Appeals,  which  either 
sustains  or  sets  aside  tbe  award.  Its  determination  being  Dnal. 

During  the  pendency  of  arbitration  reBtrlctions  are  placed  upon  car- 
riers discharging  their  men  and  upon  employes  going  on  a  strike.  Requiring 
persons  to  forfeit  membership  In  labor  organizations  as  a  condition  of  em- 
ployment, or  preventing  a  discharged  employe  from  obtaining  other  em- 
ployment. Is  a  misdemeanor  for  which  punishment  by  fine  Is  provided. 

THE   RAILROAD  COMMISSION  OF   ALABAMA. 

The  Commission  consists  o(  three  members,  appointed  by  the  QoTernor 
for  a  term  ot  four  years.  The  President  of  tbe  Commission  gets  a  salary 
of  13,600  a  year  and  the  two  Associate  Commissioners  get  13.000  per  annum 
each;  and  the  Commissioners  may  employ  a  clerk  at  a'salary  of  fl,600  per 
annum.  No  person  In  the  employ  ot  any  railroad  corporation,  or  who 
operates  a  railroad,  or  who  owns  any  railroad  stock,  is  competent  to  bold 
the  ofllce  o(  Railroad  Commissioner,  No  Commissioner  Is  permitted  to  ac- 
cept any  gift  from  any  railroad  corporation  during  hla  continuance  in  oOlce, 
except  a  permit  for  himself  to  pass  over  the  railroads  of  the  State. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commissian  are:  To  consider  and  care- 
fully revise  all  tariffs  of  charges  for  transportation  made  by  railroad  com- 
panies; to  notify  such  carriers  of  any  reductions  in  rates  that  are  neces- 
sary, or  ot  any  avoidance  ot  unjust  discrimination:  to  attach  certificates  ot 
approval  to  such  tariffs  as  it  deems  proper  and  expedient;  to  exercise  a  care- 
ful anpervlsion  over  such  tarltta  and  their  operation,  and  to  continue  to 
revise  them  as  otten  as  Justice  requires:  to  receive  all  complaints  alleging 
iniustlce  against  such  tariffs,  hear  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  and  take 
the  testimony  of  witnesses  under  oath:  to  give  notice  of  needed  repairs,  addi- 
tion to  tbe  rolling  stock,  or  change  of  stations  upon  railroads;  to  pass,  free 
of  charge,  in  the  performance  ot  Its  duties.  In  the  Inspection  and  general 
supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the  railroads  of  the  State;  to  examine  the 
physical  condition  of  sucb  railroads,  with  reference  to  the  security  and 
accommodation  oi  the  public,  and  to  see  that  such  carriers  comply  with  their 
charters  and  the  laws  of  the  State:  to  receive  Information  from  the  man- 
ager of  railroad  corporations  relative  to  the  management  of  their  respective 
lines,  and,  particularly,  copies  of  all  leases,  contracts,  and  agreements  for 
transportation  with  express,  sleeping  car.  or  otber  companies;  to  notify  such 
corporations  to  fence  designated  portions  of  their  tracks;  to  receive  from 
Bucb  corporations  annual  returns  ol  their  business:  to  inquire  Intoitbe  tacts 
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and  clrcum stances  surrounding  any  railroad  accident  attended  with  serious 
peiraonal  injury;  to  make  annual  reports  to  the  Governor,  on  November  let 
of  each  year,  or  Its  dolnge  for  the  year,  accompanied  with  such  recommenda- 
tions for  further  legislation  as  It  may  deem  advisable;  to  esamioe  into  the 
books  and  financial  conditions  of  such  corporatlone,  upon  appllcatioa  of  per- 
sons sufficiently  interested,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  published;  to  corre- 
apoDd  and  conter  with  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  other  States  upon 
a  uniform  system  of  controlling  railroad  transportation  In  the  several  States: 
and  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Equalization  for  the  assessment  ot 
taxes  on  railroad  property  and  give  all  information  in  its  possessloQ  to  assist 
said  Board  in  such  assessment. 

The  railroad  companies  are  not  bound  to  adopt  the  revised  schedules  ot 
the  Commission,  but  damage  suits  may  be  brought  by  Injured  parties,  wherein 
the  rates  as  approved  by  the  Commission  are  received  In  all  courts  as  prima 
facie  evidence  that  the  thing  done,  or  omitted  to  be  done,  was  right  and 
proper.     (Commission  Law,  P'ehruary  26,  1881.) 

THE  RAILROAD  COMMISSION  OF  ARKANSAS. 

This  Commission  consists  of  three  members  who  are  elected  by  the  peo- 
ple for  a  term  of  two  years.  Bach  Commissioner  receives  an  annual  salary 
of  $2,600.  The  Commission  appoints  a  secretary  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed 
11,500  per  annum,  and  one  stenographer  at  a  yearly  salary  at  |1,000.  The 
Commissioners,  secretary,  and  stenographer  receive  necessary  travelling  et- 
pensea  from  the  State,  but  ft  is  lawful  tor  the  carriers  of  the  State  to  fur- 
nish them  with  free  transportation,  upon  requisition,  when  engaged  in  the 
duties  prescribed  by  law.  No  one  Is  eligible  to  said  ofllces  who  Is  directly 
or  indirectly  Interested  in  any  railroad. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  this  Commission  are:  To  require  every  rail- 
road and  express  company  within  the  State  to  furnish  the  Commission  with 
their  rate  sheets;  to  examine  and  revise  said  rate  sheets;  to  make  reasonable 
freight,  express  and  passenger  charges,  and  proper  rules  and  regulations  con- 
cerning the  same;  to  append  a  certificate  of  its  approval  to  tariffs  of  charges; 
to  fix  rates  for  those  express  and  railroad  companies  that  fall  to  furnish 
rate  sheets:  to  alter  and  amend  any  of  said  tariffs,  upon  due  notice;  to  hear 
all  complaints  against  any  such  tariffs  so  approved,  or  which  allege  over- 
charge or  un]ust  discrimination,  and  take  testimony,  make  Investigation, 
and  hear  argument  thereon:  to  require  such  corporations  to  furnish  the 
Commission  with  information  relative  to  their  management  and  with  copies 
of  all  leases,  contracts  and  agreements;  to  require  such  corporations  to  make 
annual  returns  of  their  business,  returns,  and  expenditures;  to  institute 
actions  for  the  recovery  of  prescribed  penalties  for  violations  of  the  provis- 
ions of  the  act  or  of  the  tariffs  as  Bxed  by  ttie  Commission;  to  make  flndtngs 
of  fact  in  their  Investigations  which  shall  be  received  In  evidence  In  the 
courts  as  prima  facie  true;  to  Inspect  the  books  and  papers  of  such  com- 
panies and  to  examine,  under  oath,  any  of  their  officers,  agents,  or  employees; 
to  ascertain  the  amount  of  money  expended  In  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  every  railroad  in  Arkansas,  and  also  the  amount  paid  for  salaries, 
wages,  operating  expenses,  repairs.  Interest,  and  Indebtedness;  to  make  and 
submit  to  the  Governor  annual  reports  containing  a  full   account  ot  the 
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traasactlona  ot  ItB  office,  together  witb  the  Information  gathered  andeug- 
geationa  and  recommendstlonB;  to  leaue  aubpcenaB  tor  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  and  administer  oaths:  to  emplor  experts,  whenever  necessary,  for 
the  IntelllKent  performance  of  its  duties;  and,  upon  petition,  to  order  coo- 
nectfona  to  be  made  between  two  railroads  and  to  fix  and  establish  their 
Joint  traffic  rates.     (Acts  of  March  11,  and  April  16,  1899.) 

THB  BOARD  OP  RAILHOAD  COMMISSIONERS  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

This  Board  consists  of  three  members,  elected  for  the  term  of  four 
years  directly  by  the  people,  one  from  each  of  three  prescribed  districts,  who 
are  not  Interested  In  any  railroad  corporation  as  stockholder,  creditor,  agent, 
attorney,  or  employe.  The  salary  of  each  Commlaaloner  1b  (4,000  per  annum; 
the  salary  of  the  secretary  Is  |2,400,  and  that  of  the  bailiff  Is  11.200  yearly. 
Sucb  Commissioners,  and  the  persons  in  their  official  employment,  have  the 
right,  when  In  the  performance  of  their  official  duties,  to  pass  tree  of  charge 
on  all  railroads  and 'vessels  within  the  State. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  this  Board  are:  To  estabtlah  rates  of  charges 
tor  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight  by  railroad,  or  other  trans- 
portation companies,  and  publish  the  same  from  time  to  time,  with  such 
changes  as  it  may  make;  to  examine  the  books,  records,  and  papers  of  such 
carriers;  to  issue  subpcenas  and  all  other  necessary  process;  to  hear  and  de- 
termine complaints  against  such  carriers;  to  send  for  persons  and  papers;  to 
administer  oaths,  take  testimony,  and  punish  for  contempt:  to  enforce  Its 
decisions  and  correct  abuses  through  the  medium  of  the  courts;  to  prescribe 
a  uniform  system  Of  accounts  to  be  kept  by  such  carriers;  to  request  the 
Attorn ey-Oenerai  and  the  District  Attorney  to  institute  and  prosecute  such 
suits  as  It  may  see  flt  to  bring  against  such  carriers,  such  suits  having  prece- 
dence over  all  other  business,  except  criminal  business;  to  hold  public  ses- 
sions at  least  once  a  month  in  San  Francisco,  and  at  other  places  when 
deemed  expedient;  to  render  decisions  on  the  complaints,  which  shall  be  in 
writing;  to  keep  a  record  of  Its  proceedings  and  of  the  evidence  adduced  be- 
fore It;  to  sue  upon  its  decision  In  the  courts;  and  to  make  annu^  reports 
to  the  Governor  of  their  proceedings.  The  Constitution  ot  the  State  pre- 
scribes the  penalty  of  not  exceeding  120.000  against  any  carrier  that  charges 
rates  in  excess  of  those  prescribed  by  the  Board,  or  that  tails  to  keep  its 
accounts  In  accordance  with  the  system  prescribed  by  the  Commission,  and 
prescribes  a  fine  for  any  employe  Of  such  carrier  who  violates  the  section  ot 
not  exceeding  15,000.  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year.  It  declares 
that  the  rates  established  by  the  Commission  shall  be  deemed  conclusively 
Jnst  and  reasonable  by  the  courts;  but  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  held. 
in  Southern  PaciBc  Company  v.  Commission,  T8  Fed..  Hep.  23S,  that  this 
section  of  the  State  Constitution  Is  void,  because  it  is  In  conflict  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.  (Constitution  of  the  State;  Act  ot  April 
15,  1880.) 

BOARD  OF  RAILHOAD  COMMISSIONERS   OF  CONNECTICUT. 

The  Board  consists  of  three  members,  a  lawyer,  a  civil  engineer,  and  a 
buslneae  man.  each  receiving  a  salary  of  13.000  per  annum,  and  employe  a 
clerk  at  a  yearly  salary  of  fl.800.    These  Commlsslonera  are  appointed  by 
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the  Governor  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  have  tbe  right  to  paae  tree  of 
charge.  In  the  performance  of  tbelr  duties,  on  all  railroads  In  the  State,  and 
to  take  wltb  them  any  person  in  their  official  employment. 

Tbe  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  are:  To  protect  grade  crossings  of 
railroads;  to  approve  the  laying  out  of  any  railroad,  or  the  taking  of  any  real 
estate  for  the  purposes  of  said  road;  to  certify  that  a  road  Is  safe  before  it  Is 
opened;  to  examine  the  physical  condition  of  the  several  railroads  in  the 
State,  at  least  twice  In  each  year,  to  see  that  the  railroad  companies  taitb- 
tuUy  comply  with  the  law;  to  cause  certain  portions  of  the  law  relating  to 
railroads  to  be  posted;  to  make  rules  as  to  platforms  and  out-buUdlngs  at 
stations;  to  prescribe  t^e  time  during  which  any  ticket  office  shall  be  open 
for  the  sale  of  tickets;  to  make  orders  for  compelllag  companies  to  furnish 
comfortable  seats  for  passengers,  and  for  regulating  the  manner  In  which 
companies  shall  manage  their  engines  and  cars  at  highway  crossings;  to 
direct  that  suitable  warning  boards  be  put  up  at  dangerous  crossings;  to 
require  companies  to  maintain  a  gate  signal  or  flagman  at  crossings;  to 
prescribe  rules  relative  to  the  eichange  of  passengers  or  luggage,  when' two 
roads  meet  or  Intersect;  to  order  guard-rails  on  railroad  bridges  and  on  street 
railways;  to  order  fenders  upon  street  railway  cars;  to  direct  that  platforms 
of  cars  be  eacloaed;  to  apply  for  injunction  against  any  railroad  company  In 
certain  cases;  to  summon  and  examine  witneseee  under  oath;  to  eliminate 
private  crossings  and  condemn  easements;  to  order  tbe  kind  or  style  of 
frogs  to  be  used  at  grade  crossings  of  street  and  steam  railroads,  and  their 
proper  maintenance:  to  apply  for  mandamus  against  such  roads  In  certain 
cases;  to  determine  and  direct  the  structure  of  bridges  over  railroads;  to 
change  the  location  of  highways;  to  forbid  the  use  of  certain  tracks  tor 
switching  purposes,  and  make  orders  regulating  the  use  of  tracks  tor  switch- 
ing; to  regulate  the  speed  of  care  at  crossings;  to  authorize  the  erection  of 
foot-ways  upon  railroad  bridges  or  causeways;  to  order  the  construction  of 
fencing  and  cattle-guards  at  certain  places;  to  designate,  under  certain  dr- 
cumstancea,  where  stations  should  be  estabttshed,  or  order  tbe  abandonment 
«t  stations:  to  supervise  the  maintenance  of  safe  approaches  for  carriages  at 
passenger  stations;  to  order  connecting  carriers  to  furnish  proper  tacllltiet! 
tor  the  Interchange  of  traffic;  to  approve  of  safety  couplers;  to  order  railroad 
companies  to  bulletin  the  arrival  and  departure  of  delayed  trains;  to  regulate 
the  blowing  at  locomotive  whistles;  to  prevent  Interfering  with  navigation  in 
the  use  of  drawbridges;  toflx  the  number  of  brakemen  on  each  train;  to 
Inquire  Into  the  facts  and  circumstances  surrounding  railway  accidents  at- 
tended with  personal  Injury,  to  make  orders  relative  to  heating  and  lighting 
passenger  cars;  to  receive  annual  returns  from  steam  and  street  railroad 
companies:  to  make  a  report  to  each  General  Assembly  of  the  general  conduct 
and  condition  ol  all  railroads,  with  suitable  suggestions  tor  legislation;  and 
to  Issue  permission  for  the  running  of  certain  trains  on  Sunday. 

Tbe  Railroad  Commission  at  Connecticut  has  no  power  to  regulate  Freight 
or  passenger  rates. 

(These  laws  were  passed  at  various  times  from  1S53  to  1897.) 

Railroads  shall  cause  their  freight  cars  to  be  provided  with  couplers 
so  arranged  as  to  render  the  presence  of  any  persons  between  tbe  ends  of  the 
cara  unnecessary  for  the  purpose  of  coupling  the  same.  The  Railroad  Com' 
raissioners  shall  approve  and  designate  heights  ot  couplers.    The  penalty  tor 
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THE  RAILROAD  COMMISSION  OF  FU>RIDA. 

ThlB  CommlsBion  consiata  of  three  members,  each  ot  whom  le  elected 
by  the  people  for  a  tena  of  tour  years,  gets  an  annual  salary  ot  |2,S00,  and 
cannot  be  In  any  manner  pecuniarily  Intereated  in  the  railroad  bualnesa.  The 
Comtnlseloii  employs  a  secretary  at  r  salary  of  $1,200  per  annum. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  this  Commission  are:  To  make  reasonable 
rates.  Joint  and  otherwise,  for  all  railroad  companies  In  the  State,  the  term 
"railroad  companies"  Including  eipreae  and  sleeping-car  compantee;  to  make 
Just  regulations  as  to  charges  for  the  handling  and  delivery  ot  trelght.  and 
tor  the  use  of  cars;  to  require  tbe  eetabllsbment  of  frslgbt  and  passenger 
depots  and  to  compel  equality  between  ditferent  carriers  entering  the  same; 
to  regulate  Interchange  of  traffic  between  carriers  and  their  charges  for  stor- 
age.' wharfage,  demurrage  and  terminal  services;  to  direct  the  use  and 
charges  for  use  ot  refrigerator  cars.  Icelng,  etc.,  In  transit;  to  direct  and 
control  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  railroads  that  shall  be  for  the  good  of 
the  public;  to  create  rating  or  basing  points,  where  competition  exists,  and 
to  break  the  continuity  of  rates  to  and  from  such  points;  to  Investigate 
through  interstate  rates  to  and  from  Florida  points  and  to  appeal  to  the  In- 
terstate Commerce  Commission  tor  relief,  in  case  they  are  excessive  or  dis- 
criminating; to  regulate,  require,  and  provide  for  tbe  delivery  of  freight  by 
the  shortest  or  most  available  route;  to  make  and  furnish  to  such  railroad 
corporattonH  schedules  of  reasonable  rates,  which  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie 
reasonable  In  the  courts;  to  establish  and  furnish  them  witb  schedules  and 
charges  of  schedules  for  the  arrival  and  departure  ot  all  trains;  to  investl* 
gate,  tor  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  act,  the  books  and  papers  of  all 
mllroad  companies:  to  ascertain  If  Its  regulations  are  compiled  with;  to 
make  personal  visitation  of  railroad  places  ot  business  tor  the  purpose  of 
«xamlnlug  aa  to  whether  said  companies  are  complying  with  the  law  or  the 
rules  of  the  commission;  to  examine  officers  and  employes  ol  said  companies 
and  other  persons  under  oath  In  order  to  procure  the  neceaoary  information 
to  make  reasonable  rates;  to  require  such  companloB  to  transmit  to  the  Com- 
mission full  annual  returns  as  to  their  finances  and  operations;  to  Inspect, 
correct,  and  revise  all  contracts  and  agreements  between  such  companies,  all 
such  contracts  not  approved  by  the  Commission  being  void;  to  &x  and  Impose 
a  One  of  not  exceeding  |6,000  upon  any  one  ot  said  companies  that  violates 
or  disregards  any  provision  of  the  act  or  schedule  or  regulation  made  by  the 
Commission,  which  amount  is  recoverable  in  the  courts  by  an  action  brought 
by  the  Commission;  to  institute  proper  proceedings  in  the  courts  against 
sach  companies  that  fall  to  observe  the  act,  or  the  schedules  and  the  regula- 
tions made  by  the  Commiealon.  or  that  inflict  any  wrong  or  injury  upon  any 
person;  to  make  to  the  Governor  ot  the  State,  on  March  let  ot  every  year. 
annual  reports  ot  the  transactions  of  its  office,  together  with  suitable  recom- 
mendations; to  Issue  Bubptenaa,  Berve  writs,  administer  oaths,  and  punish  tor 
contempt,  and  to  exercise  the  judicial  powers  conferred  upon  it  In  the  act. 
{Commission  Law  of  1897.  as  amended  June  3.  lS!t9.) 
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THE  RAILROAD  COMMISSION  OF  GEORGIA. 

Three  members  make  up  this  CommlEwlon,  who  are  appelated  by  the 
Governor  ot  the  State  for  a  term  of  six  years,  and  each  member  receives  an 
annual  salary  of  $2,600  tor  his  services.  They  employ  a  secretary  at  a 
salary  of  $1,200  per  annum,  and  are  required  not  to  be  holders  of  any  rail- 
road stock  or  bonds  or  to  have  any  Interest  in  any  railroad.  The  law  states 
that  one  member  shall  be  eicperienced  In  the  law  and  one  experienced  in  the 
railroad  buBinesB,  but  falls  to  state  the  qualincatlous  ot  the  third  member. 

The  powers  and  duties  ot  this  CommlBBlon  are:  To  make  reasonable 
and  just  rates  ot  freight  and  paaaeniter  tariffs  tor  all  railroad  companies 
in  the  State:  to  make  reasonable  and  Just  rules  and  regulations  aa  to  charges 
for  the  necessary  handling  and  delivering  ot  freights;  to  make  just  and 
reasonable  rules  tor  preventing  unjust  dlscrimiDation;  to  make  reasonable 
Joint  rates  tor  all  connecting  railroads;  to  require  the  establishment  ot 
depots  and  freight  and  passenger  buildings;  to  cause  the  publication  of 
such  rate  schedules;  to  investigate  the  books  and  papers  ot  the  railroad 
companies;  to  make  personal  visitation  of  railroad  ofUcea  and  Htatlons  for 
the  purpose  of  examination;  to  make  rules  and  regulations  concerning  such 
examination;  to  examine  witnesses  under  oath  and  Issue  subpcenas  for  their 
attendance:  to  Inspect  and  approve,  if  found  Just,  all  contracts,  agreementa 
and  arrangements  as  to  the  division  of  earnings  between  railroad  companies, 
and  make  rules  relative  thereto;  to  Institute  actions  through  the  proper 
court  ofllcers  for  violations  of  all  rules  aud  regulations  made  by  the  Com- 
mission; to  make  to  the  Qovernor  annua)  reports  ot  the  tranaactlona  of 
its  office  and  to  recommend  such  legislation  as  it  may  deem  advisable;  to 
require  reports  from  the  railroad  companlea;  to  Investigate  thoroughly  all 
through  freight  rates  from  points  out  of  Georgia  to  points  in  Georgia:  to 
call  the  attention  ot  railroad  officials  to  unjust  discrimination  in  such  through 
rates  and  urge  changes;  to  appeal  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
tor  relief.  It  the  changes  suggested  are  not  made;  to  Inspect  the  physical 
condition  of  railroads,  upon  complaint,  and  to  require  them  to  be  made  sate. 
It  found  In  a  dangerous  condition;  to  ilx  and  vary  charges  for  storage,  and 
to  name  the  time  when  such  charges  shall  begin;  and  to  regulate  and  fix 
the  charges  of  telegraph  and  express  companies,  over  which  it  has  the 
same  powers  as  over  railroad  companies;  and  to  act  as  arbitrators  in  all 
cases  of  disagreement  between  the  Comptroller-General  and  any  railroad, 
express,  sleeping  car,  or  telegraph  company  as  to  tie  taxation  of  its  property. 

While  the  statute  states  that  the  schedules  as  established  by  the  Commis- 
sion shall  be  "sufficient"  evidence  of  their  reasonableness,  yet  the  courts  have 
construed  "sufflcient"  to  be  equivalent  to  ''prima  facie."  (Commisaion  Law, 
October  14,  1879;  amen<lments  In  1890  and  1891.) 

THE  RAILROAD   AND   WAREHOUSE   COMMISSION   OF  ILLINOIS. 

This  Commission  consists  ot  three  members,  who  are  appointed  by  the 
Governor  ot  the  State  for  a  term  of  two  years.  Each  Commissioner  gives 
bond  in  the  sum  of  $20,000  tor  the  faithful  performance  ot  his  duties,  and 
receives  a  salary  ot  $3,500  per  annum.  The  law  allows  the  Commission  to 
appoint  its  secretary,  who  has  a  salary  of  $1,500  per  year,  and,  when  neces- 
sary, an  engineer  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  $2,500  per  annum;  and  the  Com- 
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inlBBion  Is  gmated  by  law  free  passage  over  the  various  railroads  of  the  State 
while  performing  Its  duties  prescribed  under  the  statute.  The  CommlsBlon 
la  required  on  the  let  day  oX  December  of  each  year  to  make  a  report  to  the 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Its  dotnga  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  specified  powers  and  duties  of  this  Commission  are:  To  racelre, 
file,  and  tabulate  the  annual  etatlatlcal  report  of  the  railroad  companies  of 
the  Stato  upon  their  finances  and  operations;  to  examine  Into  the  condition 
and  management  of  the  raltroade  and  warehouEes.  to  see  If  the  laws  of  the 
State  are  complied  with  as  to  the  accommodation  and  security  of  persons 
doing  business  therewith,  and  to  prosecute  all  violations  of  such  taws;  to 
visit  each  county  in  the  State,  wberein  is  a  railroad,  at  least  once  In  six 
months  of  every  year,  and  inquire  Into  the  management  of  the  railroads  and 
warehouses  therein  located ;  to  Investigate  the  causes  of  every  railway  acci- 
dent at  which  peraons  are  killed  &t  Injured,  and  make  special  reports  thereon 
to  the  Qovemor;  to  employ  civil  engineers,  whose  duty  It  shall  be  to  Inspect 
all  tracks,  bridges,  and  treaties  of  railroads,  and  report  upon  their  safety 
once  every  year;  and  to  make  recommendatlonH,  after  due  hearing,  as  to 
tbelr  repair  or  replacement,  which  may  be  enforced  by  mandamus  in  the 
courts;  to  hear  and  determine  all  applications  for  the  cancellation  of  ware- 
house licenses  In  the  State,  in  case  public  warehousemen  have  been  found 
guilty  of  violating  any  law  regulating  their  business;  to  examine  and  Inspect 
tbe  books,  records,  accounts,  and  papers  of  all  railroad  and  warehouse  com- 
panies; to  examine  witnesses  under  oath,  take  their  testimony,  and  Issue 
BUbpiEnas;  to  request  the  Attorney-General  and  State's  Attorneys  to  Institute 
and  prosecute  suits  In  the  nature  of  qui  tam  actions  for  violations  of  the 
Commission  act  of  of  any  law  of  the  State  concerning  railroad  or  warehouse 
companies:  to  approve  and  superintend  the  building  of  Interlocking  switches 
at  crossings;  to  prescribe  the  "place  wbere"  and  tbe  "manner  in  which" 
one  road  shall  cross  another,  this  after  due  investigation  and  with  proper 
regard  to  safety  of  life  and  property,  and  upon  petition  by  either  road  to  said 
Commission  to  so  decide.  If  the  said  roads  agree  upon  the  place  and  man- 
ner of  crossing,  the  Commission  have  no  Jurisdiction  in  the  matter,  (Hurd'a 
R.  S..  Chap.  111.  Sec.  209).  To  establish  the  number  and  standard  of  grades 
for  the  Inspection  of  grain,  to  advise  and  direct  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Grain 
in  his  Inspection  and  registering  of  the  grain  In  the  warehouses,  and  to  see 
that  the  laws  of  the  State  regulating  the  receiving,  transportation,  and  deliv- 
ery of  grain  by  railroad  corporations  are  compiled  with;  to  ascertain  whether 
the  carriers  of  the  State  charge  extortionate  rates  or  make  unjust  discrimina- 
tion in  rates  or  facilities,  and  to  prosecute  such  as  violate  the  laws  of  the 
State  and  recover  such  penalties  therefor  as  tbe  taw  allows;  lo  make  sched- 
ules of  reasonable  maximum  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers and  freights,  or  to  change  or  revise  the  same.  Such  schedules  are 
prima  facte  evidence  of  the  reasonableness  of  the  rates  named  therein,  when 
suits  are  brought  in  the  courts,  but  the  exact  character  of  suits  brought  to 
enforce  the  orders  of  the  Commission  Is  not  defined. 

The  Commission  has  no  control  over  express,  telegraph,  and  sleeping  car 
companies;  but  In  1897  a  bill  was  Introduced  In  tbe  State  Legislature  placing 
sleeping  car  companies  under  control  of  this  Commission.  (Date  of  Commis- 
sion law,  April  13.  ISTl.) 

It  shall  be  the  duty  o(  all  railroad  corporations  to  provide  their  paesen- 
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ger  cars  with  some  suitable  automattc  coupling,  or  other  coupling  which  will 
Bacure  personal  safety.  The  penalty  For  refusing  or  neglecting  such  protec- 
tion is  a  fine  of  not  less  than  |Z5  nor  more  than,  t&O  for  each  paseenger  car 
BO  UBed  In  trains.     (R.  S.  ot  1S91.  Chap.  114.) 

BOARD   OF   RAILROAD   COMMISSIONERS   OF   IOWA. 

Three  members  constitute  this  Board,  elected  by  the  people  (or  a  term 
of  three  years.  Bach  Commissioner  is  paid  a  salary  of  f2,200  per  annum, 
and  a  secretary  1b  employed  at  a  salary  of  fl.500.  The  CommleslonerB  are 
bonded  in  the  sum  ot  J10,00i),  dependent  upon  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties;  cannot  In  any  way  be  pecuniarily  Interested  in  a  railroad  com- 
pany: and,  with  persona  whose  services  they  require,  must  be  transported 
free  over  the  various  railroads  of  the  State. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  this  Board  are:  To  generally  supervise  all 
railroads  in  the  State  operated  by  steam;  to  inquire  into  any  neglect  or 
violation  of  the  laws  of  the  State  by  any  railroad  corporation  doing  business 
therein;  to  make  annual  examinations  and  inspections  of  the  physical  condi- 
tion, conduct,  and  management  of  such  railroads  and  report  their  condition 
to  the  said  companies;  to  extend  the  time  In  which  railroad  companies  shall 
comply  with  the  safety  appliance  act:  to  stop  and  prevent  railroad  com- 
panies, under  certain  circumstances,  from  running  or  passing  their  trains 
over  unsafe  hridges;  to  adjudge  changes  In  Etation  houses,  rolling  stock, 
and  rates  of  fare;  to  make  report  on  the  first  Monday  In  December  In  each 
year  to  the  Governor  of  its  doings  for  the  preceding  year,  accompanied  with 
appropriate  suggestions  and  recommenilations;  to  receive,  tabulate,  and  re- 
port upon  the  annual  reports  filed  with  It  by  the  railroad  companies;  to 
examine  any  of  the  boobs,  papers,  or  documents  of  any  such  corporation; 
b>  examine,  under  oath,  employees  of  such  corporations;  to  issue  subpcenas, 
administer  oaths,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses;  to  make  and  fix 
maximum  schedules  of  freight  rates  for  such  corporations,  such  schedules 
to  be  deemed  reasonable  until  disproved:  to  examine  into  rates  in  force,  upon 
complaint  that  the  rate  charged  by  a  railroad  company,  or  Ibat  the  maximum 
rates  flxed  by  the  Commission  are  unreasonably  high  or  discriminating,  and 
to  Bx  the  rate  again,  which  must  not  be  higher  than  the  one  in  force,  such 
decision  of  the  Commission  Is  prima  ^acie  evidence  that  the  rate  so  made  is 
a  reasonable  maximum  rate;  to  bring  suits  to  enforce  Us  orders,  the  pro- 
cedure apparently  being  identical  with  section  16  of  the  act  to  regulate  com- 
merce; to  receive  copies  of  all  contracts,  agreements,  or  arrangements  be- 
tween carriers;  to  inquire  into  the  management  of  the  business  of  such 
carriers  and  to  obtain  from  them  full  and  complete  information  necessary 
to  enable  the  Commissioners  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  law;  to  hear, 
Investigate,  and  determine  all  complaints  alleging  unreasonable  rates,  unjust 
dl  scrim  I  rat  I  on,  undue  preference,  violation  of  the  long  and  short  haul 
clause,  or  other  Infractions  ot  the  Commission  law,  and  make  proper  orders 
thereupon;  to  establish  Joint  thrt.igb  rates,  upon  application,  over  two  or 
more  connecting  lines;  and  to  have  the  same  authority  over  express  com- 
panies as  the  act  confers  concerning  railroads.  (Commission  law.  April  S. 
1SS8,  as  amended.) 

Naw  cars  or  old  cars  repaired  must  be  equipped  with  automatic  couplers 
so  constructed  as  not  to  require  any  person-  to  go  between  the  cars  when 
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tbey  are  coupled  or  uncoupled.  After  January  1,  189S,  it  shall  be  unlawful 
lor  any  railroad  to  use  In  transportation  any  freight  or  passenger  car  that 
Is  not  equipped  witb  safety  automatic  couplers;  and  It  shall  be  unlawful 
after  Jannaiy  1.  1S95,  for  a  road  to  use  an  engine  not  equipped  with  an 
etncient  power  or  "driver  brahe."  After  January  1,  1S95,  it  shall  be  unlawful 
tor  any  railroad  to  run  a  train  of  cars  which  shall  not  bave  sufRclent  num- 
bers of  care  properly  equipped  so  that  the  engineer  can  control  the  train  with- 
out having  brakemen  to  go  on  the  cars  and  use  hand  brakes.  The  railroads 
shall  annually  report  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  the  number  of  cars  and 
engines  equipped  and  unequipped.  The  penalty  for  violation  Is  a  9ne  of  not 
less  than  |S0O  nor  more  than  |1,000  for  each  offence.  The  Railroad  Commia- 
stoners  may  extend  time  of  compliance,  but  to  a  date  not  later  than  January 
1,  1900,  after  which  carriers  may  refuse  cars  from  connecting  lines  not  fully 
equipped.     (Act  of  1S90:  amended  In  1892.) 

Before  any  railway  company  may  condemn  lands  tor  additional  depot 
grounds,  or  tor  straightening  or  relocating  track,  the  permission  of  the 
Board  must  be  obtained.  Interlocking  switches  may  be  placed  at  grade 
railroad  crossings,  or  draw  bridges,  thuB  obviating  the  necessity  for  stop- 
ping trains  before  passing  over  such  grade  crosBings  or  draw  bridges,  but 
before  the  interlocking  switch  may  be  used  consent  of  the  Board  must  be 
obtained.     (Code    Sec,  189S,  as  amended  In  1900.) 

THE   COURT   OP   VISITATION   OF   KANSAS. 

(Tilit  loio  was  declared  uncomlitutional  by  our  Supreme  Court,  inasmuch  as 
it  combined  legislative  and  administrative  functions.) 

This  Court  consists  of  one  Chief  Judge,  two  Associate  Judges,  and  a 
Solicitor,  whose  salaries  are  t;i,500  per  year  each.  The  Judges  are  required 
to  appoint  a  clerk  and  a  stenographer,  and  may  appoint  a  marshal  and 
ballltta  when  needed.  No  person  shall  hold  the  ofllce  of  Judge  who  Is  inter- 
ested in  any  railroad  company  or  any  of  the  stock  or  bonds  thereof,  or  who 
is  an  officer  or  employee  of  any  railroad  company,  nor  shall  any  such  Judge 
hold  any  other  office  under  the  United  States  or  this  State,  or  engage  In 
the  practice  of  law  during  his  term  of  office.  Any  elector  of  the  State  not ' 
disquallfled  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Judge 
of  said  Court.  The  present  Judges  and  Solicitor  were  appointed  by  the 
Governor  to  serve  until  January,  1901,  when  their  successors,  who  will  be 
elected  at  the  general  election  In  1900,  will  assume  office,  to  serve  for  a  term 
ot  four  years. 

The  Court  of  Visitation  has  power  and  jurisdiction  throughout  the 
State— 

1.  To  try  and  determine  all  questions  as  to  what  are  reasonable  freight 
rate*,  switching  and  demurrage  charges,  and  other  charges  connected  with 
the  transportation  of  property  between  points  in  this  State. 

2.  To  apportion  charges  between  connecting  roads,  and  determine  all 
qnestions  relating  to  charges  for  the  use  of  cars  and  equipments  and  to  regu- 
late the  charges  for  part  car-load  and  mixed  car-load  lots  of  freight,  including 
live  stock. 

3-  To  classify  freight. 

-1.  To  apportion  transportation  charges  among  connecting  carriers.  r 
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5.  To  require  the  construction  and  malntenaiice  of  depots,  switcfaes,  side- 
tracks, Btock -yards,  cars,  and  other  tacllltles  for  the  public  convenience. 

6.  To  compel  reaBonable  and  Impartial  train  and  car  serrice  for  all 
patrons  of  a  railroad. 

T.  To  regulate  crossings  and  intersections  of  railroads  and  regulate  tbe 
operation   of  traine   over   them. 

S.  To  prescribe  rules  concerning  tbe  movements  of  trains,  to  secure  the 
safety  of  employees  and  the  public. 

9.  To  require  the  use  of  improved  appliances  and  methods,  to  avoid  acci- 
dents and  injuries  to  pereons. 

10.  To  restrict  railroad  corporations  to  operations  within  their  charter 
powers,  prevent  the  oppressive  exercise  thereof,  and  to  compel  the  perform- 
ance of  all  duties  required  of  railroads  by  law. 

11.  To  summon  Juries,  bh  a  court  of  equity,  in  any  case  or  matter  before 
it,  such  juries  to  be  selected  as  may  be  directed  by  rule;  jurors  to  possess  the 
gualificatlouE,  except  as  to  locality,  required  by  law  for  Jurors  in  the  district 

12.  Such  other  and  further  powera  as  are  given  by  this  act  or  may  be 
conferred  by  law. 

The  Court  of  Visitation  also  has  the  power,  Jurisdiction,  and  control  over 
all  questions  concerning  the  regulation  of  the  telegraph  service  in  this  State, 
and  reaBonablene«s  of  charges  fixed  by  statute  or  to  be  fixed  by  any  order 
of  said  Court,  and  In  all  matters  concerning  ttie  regulation,  management,  or 
control  of  telegraph  companies  as  is  conferred  'upon  said  Court  of  Vistta- 
tion  in  reference  to  railroads  or  railway  corporations  in  this  State.  And  the 
Court  of  Visitation  has  also  similar  jurisdiction  and  powers  over  express 
companies  doing  business  in  this  State  to  those  now  conferred  upon  It  Dy 
law  over  railroad  companies. 

In  all  matters  within  its  Jurisdiction,  the  Court  of  Visitation  possesses 
ful  common-law  and  equity  powers.  It  may  issue  every  appropriate  writ  and 
process  to  compel  the  attendance  of  parties  and  witnesses,  the  production  of 
records,  books,  papers,  and  documents,  to  execute  Its  decrees  and  orders. 
including  writs  of  Injunction  and  mandamus,  and  may  appoint  receivers 
to  carry  Its  judgments  into  effect.  It  has  the  same  power  to  punish  tor  con- 
tempt as  district  courts  now  have.    (Law  approved  January  4,  1399.) 

THE   RAILROAD  COMMISSION   OF  KENTUCKY. 

This  Commission  is  composed  of  three  members,  elected  by  the  people 
for  a  term  of  four  years,  one  from  each  of  the  three  districts  of  the  State. 
It  may  appoint  a  secretary  at  a  salary  of  fl,200  per  year.  Each  Commis- 
sioner receives  a  salary  of  |2,000  per  annum  and  necessary  traveling  ex- 
penses, but  no  person  who  Is  In  any  wise  pecuniarily  interested  in  the 
railroad  business  can  hold  tbe  office  of  Commissioner.  No  Commissioner 
is  allowed  to  receive  any  gift  or  gratuity  from  any  railroad  company,  or 
to  accept  free  transportation. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  this  Commission  are;  To  require  full  annual 
returns  from  alt  railroad  rompanles  to  be  Hied  with  It,  containing  true 
statements  of  the  flnancial  and  operating  affairs  of  such  companies  tor  the 
preceding  year;  to  see  that  the  laws  relating  to  all  railroads,  except  street, 
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«re  faithfully  executed,  and  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  OT«r  the 
r&IlraadB  ot  the  State;  to  propound  Interrogatories  to  such  carriers  as  to 
tbalr  operation  or  Qnances;  to  examine  all  througb  freight  rates  from  points 
out  of  the  State  to  points  into  the  State;  to  call  attention  of  the  carriers 
to  any  such  through  rates  when  they  are  excesslre,  and  urge  the  propriety 
of  changing  them,  and  If  the  rates  are  not  changed,  to  present  the  facts 
to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  appeal  to  It  for  relief;  to  prose- 
cute such  carriers  bb  are  guilty  of  violating  the  laws  of  the  State  affecting 
railroad  corporations;  to  examine,  under  oath,  representatives  ot  such  cor- 
porations concerning  the  management  of  their  affairs,  and  to  obtain  in- 
formation pursuant  to  the  Comrolsslon  law;  to  Issue  subpoenas  tor  the 
attendance  of  witnesses,  and  to  administer  oaths;  to  relieve  carriers  from 
the  provisions  of  the  long  and  short  haul  section  of  the  constitution  In 
Special  cases;  to  examine  the  physical  condition  of  railroads,  either  upon 
complaint  or  Its  own  knowledge,  and  recommend  Improvements  or  changes, 
which  recommendations  shall  be  reported  to  the  Attorney-Qeueral  for 
his  action,  and  to  the  next  Legislature;  to  publish  contracts  between  car- 
riers, when.  In  the  Judgment  o(  the  Commission,  the  public  interest  requires 
it;  to  mahe  an  annual  report  to  the  Governor,  on  the  first  day  of  I>ecem- 
ber,  of  all  matters  relating  to  Its  office  for  the  preceding  year,  with  such 
suggestionH  as  It  may  deem  proper;  to  give  its  consent  to  the  abandonment 
of  railroad  stations  before  tlie  same  shall  be  legal;  to  require  the  rebuild- 
ing of  destroyed  station  bouses;  to  cause  the  erection  of  gates  or  the  sta- 
tioning of  Dagmen  at  crossings;  to  supervise  the  construction  of  bridges 
over  railroads;  to  receive  from  carriers  Information  concerning  the  causes 
of  accidents  occurring  upon  their  lines  attended  with  loss  of  life;  to  re- 
ceive from  carriers  copies  of  all  their  rates  and  tariffs  In  force;  and  to 
correct  and  equalize  the  assessment  of  the  property  of  the  various  railroads 
of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  taxation. 

This  Commission  may  bear  complaints  as  to  extortion,  unjust  discrimi- 
nation, prohibited  by  the  act,  or  violation  of  the  long  and  short  haul  sec- 
tion, and  make  awards,  which.  If  not  satisfied,  are  filed,  with  the  evidence 
taken,  In  the  Circuit  Court.  The  carriers  are  summoned  to  show  cause 
wby  the  awards  should  not  be  enforced.  No  evidence  in  such  trial  can  be 
Introduced,  except  such  as  was  heard  by  the  Commission,  but  additional 
evidence  may  be  adduced,  if  the  court  Is  satisfied,  on  sworn  testimony, 
that  the  new  testimony  could  not  with  reasonable  diligence  have  been  pro- 
duced before  the  Commission.  (Laws  of  April  3,  1S7S;  April  6,  1SS2;  No- 
vember, 1892.  and  April  5,  1893.)  By  the  act  of  March  10,  1900,  It  Is  made 
the  duty  ot  the  Commission,  when  complaint  shall  be  made  or  when  It 
believes  that  extortionate  freight  or  passenger  rates  are  being  charged,  to 
make  full  Investigation,  aften  ten  days'  notice  to  the  carrier;  and  should 
the  Commission  determine  that  the  rate  charged  Is  extortionate.  It  shall 
make  and  fix  a  Just  and  reasonable  rate,  which  the  carrier  must  not  ex- 
ceed for  like  services  thereafter  rendered.  Should  the  carrier.  Its  officer, 
agent  or  employe,  charge  or  collect  a  higher  rate  than  that  fixed  by  the 
Commission,  each  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  extortion,  and  upon  conviction,- 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  (600  nor  more  than  t&.OOO. 
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THE  RAILROAD  COMMISSION   OF  LOUISIANA. 

This  Commlasloii  conalsts  of  three  members,  elected  by  the  people,  one 
each  Irom  the  bbree  Railway  Commission  Districts  ol  the  State,  tor  a  term 
of  six  years.  Each  Commissioner  gets  a  aalar;  oI  |3,000  per  annum,  and 
the  Commission  appoints  a  secretary  whose  yearly  salary  Is  $1,600.  These 
officers  are  allowed  traveling  expenses  !n  addition.  No  person  pecuniarily 
interested  In  the  busineae  of  the  corporations  sought  to  be  regulated  fs 
eligible  to  such  offlces. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  this  Commission  are:  To  adopt,  change  or 
make  reasonable  and  Just  rates,  charges  and  regulations;  to  govern  and 
regulate  railroad,  steamboat  and  other  water  craft,  and  sleeping  car,  freight 
and  passenger  tariffs  and  service,  express  rates,  and  telephone  and  tele- 
graph charges;  to  correct  abuses,  and  prevent  unjust  discrimination  and 
extortion  of  said  companies;  to  prevent  such  companies  from  charging  less 
for  the  longer  than  for  the  shorter  haul,  or  message,  except  in  special 
cases;  to  require  all  railroads  to  build  and  maintain  suitable  depots,  switches 
and  appurtenances;  to  inspect  railroads  and  to  require  them  to  keep  their 
tracks  and  bridges  <n  a  safe  condition;  to  Rx  and  adjust  rates  between 
branch  or  short  lines  and  the  great  trunk  lines  with  which  they  connect; 
to  enforce  the  same  by  having  the  penalties  prescribed  by  law  inflicted 
through  the  proper  courts;  to  adopt  and  enforce  rules  and  modes  of  pro- 
cedure for  the  discharge  of  Its  duties;  to  hear  and  determine  complaints 
that  may  l)e  made  against  the  classification  or  rates  it  may  establish;  to 
regulate  the  mode  and  manner  of  all  investigations  and  hearings  of  rail- 
road companies  and  other  parties  before  it;  and  to  summon  and  compel 
the  production  of  books  and  paper,  to  take  testimony,  and  to  punish  for 
contempt. 

If  such  companlea  are  dissatisfied  with  the  Commission's  rules,  de- 
cisions, or  Bxing  of  rates,  they  can  petition  the  courts  for  relief,  and  such 
decisions  and  all  attaching  penalties  are  delayed  until  after  the  court  con- 
test shall  have  been  finally  settled.      (Constitution  of  1S9S.} 

Railroads  must  erect  stands,  within  150  feet  from  either  approach  of 
their  bridges,  upon  which  stands  are  attached  light  ropes  so  Bxed  as  to 
notify  train  hands  of  near  approach  to  the  bridge.  The  provisions  of  this 
act  must  be  complied  with  within  90  days  after  the  passage  of  the  act.  In 
the  event  of  failure  or  refusal  to  comply  carriers  may  be  enjoined  from 
operation  or  running  In  the  State.     (Act  of  1882.) 

There  is  a  fund  set  aside  by  the  l.egislatur«  for  the  employment  of 
expert  accountants,  rate  clerks,  etc.     (Act  of  1900.) 

The  sheriff  of  each  parish  lor  county)  is  the  officer  who  serves  notlc«. 
summons,  writs,  and  all  process  of  the  Commission,  and  he  la  paid  for  this 
service  by  the  State.      ( Act  of  1900. ) 

No  rates  In  the  State  can  be  changed  without  authority  from  the  Com- 
mission. All  tariffs  must  be  printed  and  bear  the  Commission's  authority 
number.  No  switches,  spurs,  or  depots  can  be  abandoned  or  removed  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Commission.  All  carriers  are  required  to  make 
annual  reports  to  the  Commission.  Carriers  must  provide  ice  water  In 
summer,  and  heat  in  winter.  In  their  stations  and  cars,  and  stations  must 
be  provided  with  ladies's  toilets.    Carriers  must  leave  point  of  origin  on

time;  but  may  valt  thirty  mlautsB  (or  connectloae  at  Junction  points. 
Schedulee  of  arrival  and  departure  or  tralna  must  be  posted  at  all  atatlona, 
and  buUetine  must  be  posted  thirty  minutes  before  time  of  srrlTal  of  trains, 
atatlng  whether  they  are  on  time,  or,  If  late,  now  many  minutes  late.  PaS' 
eenger  trains  are  required  to  stop  at  points  where  courthouses  are  located. 
All  carriers  must  have  a  general  office  in  the  State.  Accidents  In  which 
peraons  are  injured  or  killed  must  be  reported  by  wire.  No  carrier  shall 
charge  more  for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance.  Shreveport,  Mon- 
roe. Alexandria,  Lake  Charles,  Baton  Rouge  and  New  Orleans  are  excepted, 
on  account  ot  interstate  competition.  Shippers  may  direct  the  routing  of 
their  shipments.  Claims  must  be  settled  within  thirty  dnye  after  filing 
of  claim.  Shipments  of  freight  cannot  be  refused.  Where  there  are  com- 
peting lines,  the  short  line  rate  shall  prevail. 

BOARD  OP  RAILROAD  COMMISSIONERS  OF  MAINE. 

This  Board  consists  of  three  Commissioners,  appointed  by  the  Oovemor 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  One  of  them  must  be  an  attorney  nt  law,  and  b« 
appointed  and  commissioned  as  chairman;  one  must  have  had  experience 
In  the  management  and  operation  of  railroads;  and  one  must  be  a  ciril  engi- 
neer with  experience  In  the  construction  of  railroads. 

The  compensation  of  the  chairman  Is  t2,500,  and  each  of  the  other  Com- 
missioners 12,000  per  annum. 

The  clerk  of  the  Board,  who  keeps  a  full  record  of  its  proceedings,  Is 
also  appointed  by  the  Oovemor,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Board,  and 
bis  salary  is  flxed  at  f  1,600  per  annum. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  are:  To  carefully  examine  th« 
tracks,  rolling  stoclc.  bridges,  viaducts,  and  culverts  of  all  railroads  at  least 
once  each  year;  to  give,  annually,  certiflcates  to  the  companies  of  the  condi- 
tion of  their  roads  and  rolling  stock;  to  state  a  time  in  which  repairs  shsll 
be  made,  and  require  companies  to  reduce  the  speed  of  all  trains  until  such 
repairs  are  made;  to  compel  by  court  proceedings  the  enforcement  of  ancli 
orders:  to  determine  and  award  transportation  rates,  upon  appllcatlou,  be- 
tween two  railroad  companies  which  are  authorized  to  cross  or  connect 
when  they  disagree,  the  awards  in  such  cases  being  Bled  in  the  courts  for 
ludlcial  action  and  Judgment;  to  determine  whether  public  necessity  requires 
that  one  railroad  corporation  shall  take  the  grounds  of  another  company  used 
tor  station  purposes;  to  order,  upon  petition,  the  erection  of  a  passenger  sta- 
tion when  public  convenience  requires  It;  to  examine  Into  the  causes  of  seri- 
ous accidents  to  passenger  or  freight  trains,  and  make  report  to  companies 
and  the  county  attorney,  aiid  publish  the  same  in  the  annual  reports;  to 
decide  whether  crossings  of  streets  by  railroads,  or  railroads  by  streets,  or 
one  railroad  by  another,  shall  be  at  grade  or  not,  and  to  fix  the  manner  and 
condition  of  auch  crossings,  and  apportion  Uie  expense  of  the  same  between 
the  railroads  and  the  mnnlclpalltles;  to  inspect  and  grant  certiflcates  of 
saietT  of  any  railroad  In  process  of  construction  before  the  same  can  be 
nsed  for  public  travel;  to  grant  charters  to  Bt«am  or  street  railways  when 
public  convenience  requires  it,  and  to  revive  charters  which  have  lapsed; 
to  approve  or  disapprove  of  the  location  of  a  line  of  proposed  railroad;  to 
revise  and  e«tablish  lolls  upon  a  snfncient  complaint:  to  approve  or  disap- 
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prove  of  ft  change  of  gauge;  to  authorize  the  condemDatloa  of  land  for  rail- 
road purposes;  to  oetitlon  the  courts  for  a  receiver  In  caee  a  company  does 
not  run  Its  trains  for  sixty  daya  at  one  time;  to  decide  In  certain  cases  the 
amouut  due  receivers;  to  require  carriers  to  file  with  the  Commlaslon  annual 
retume  of  their  financial  and  operating  transactions;  to  approve  of  the 
method  of  beating  and  llgbting  passenger  cars;  to  authorise,  upon  petition, 
a  change  In  the  line  or  location  of  any  railroad;  to  authorize  savings  banks 
to  invest  in  bonds  of  electric  railroads  of  the  State  upon  certain  conditions; 
to  authorize  railroad  companies  to  Increase  their  capital  stock  tor  certain 
purposes;  to  authorize  railroad  companies  to  extend  their  lines  to  other 
points  and  places,  and  to  build  branch  tracks  to  mines,  mills  ,and  other 
manufactories;  and  to  make  annually.  In  December,  a  report  to  the  Oovemor 
of  all  Its  official  doings. 

BOARD  OF  RAILROAD  COMMISSIONERS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

This  Board  consists  of  three  members,  who  are  appointed  by  the  Oov- 
emor for  a  term  of  three  years;  the  chairman  receives  a  salary  at  14,000  per 
annum,  and  the  other  Commissioners  13,500  each.  The  Governor  also  ap- 
points a  clerk  Kir  the  Board,  whose  salary  is  t^,500  per  year;  and  the  Board 
employs  an  assistant  clerk  at  an  annual  salary  of  |1,200.  No  person  In  the 
employment  of  or  owning  stock  in  a  railroad  corporation  shall  hold  any  of 
said  offices.  In  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties,  the  Commissioners. 
with  experts,  are  transported  over  the  several  railroads  In  the  Commonwealth 
tree  of  charge.  The  annua!  expenses  of  the  Board,  Including  salaries,  are 
borne  by  the  street  and  steam  railroad  corporations,  sccording  to  their  groaa 
earnings. 

The  power  and  duties  of  the  Board  are:  To  make  annual  reports  of  Its 
dc^ngs  to  the  general  court  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January  In  each  year; 
to  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  street  and  steam  railroads,  and  to 
examine  the  same;  to  keep  informed  as  to  the  condition  of  such  carriers  as 
to  the  manner  of  their  operation  with  reference  to  the  security  and  accom- 
modation of  the  public,  and  as  to  their  compliance  with  their  charters  and  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth;  to  give  notice  to  such  corporations  of  any  viola- 
tion or  neglect  of  law  or  of  their  duties,  and  In  case  such  neglect  or  violation 
continues,  to  present  the  facta  to  the  Attorney-Oeneral,  who  Is  to  take  pro- 
ceedings In  the  courts  thereon;  to  Inform  such  corporations  of  necessary 
repairs  or  Improvements  In  their  roads,  rolling  stock,  or  station-bouses.  or 
of  changes  In  their  rates  or  tares  or  of  their  mode  of  operating  and  conduct- 
ing their  business,  and  to  make  reports  of  such  proceedlnKS,  to  be  Included 
In  the  annual  report  of  the  Board;  to  examine  the  condition  of  any  road,  on 
complaint:  to  Investigate  the  causes  of  any  accident  on  a  steam  or  street 
railroad  resulting  in  loss  of  life,  and  of  any  accident,  not  so  resulting,  which 
It  may  deem  to  require  investigation;  to  require  such  corporations  to  furnish 
Information  concerning  the  condition,  management,  and  operation  of  their 
roads.  Including  copies  ot  all  leases,  contracts,  and  agreements  for  trans- 
portation with  express  eumpanies  or  otherwise;  and  also  wltn  all  rates  for 
transportation;  to  examine  the  books  and  accounts  of  such  corporations  and 
to  see  that  they  are  kept  in  a  uniform  manner  upon  the  system  prescribed 
by  the  Board:  to  examine  the  books  and  Soanclal  condition  of  such  corpora- 
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tloDB,  upon  requeat.  and  to  cause  the  result  ol  such  examination  to  be  pub- 
IlBhed;  to  bave  access  to  the  list  of  stockholders  of  such  corporations;  to 
summon  wltnesBea  In  Invest Igatlona,  administer  oaths,  and  take  testimony; 
to  require  such  corporations  to  make  annual  returns  to  tbe  Board  and  to 
prwcrlbe  the  form  tor  such  returns;  to  prepare  tables  and  abstracts  of  such 
returns,  to  be  transmitted  with  Its  annual  reports;  to  designate  the  amounts 
of  stock  and  bonds  to  be  Issued  by  such  street  and  steam  railroad  companies; 
to  aupervlse  the  location  and  construction  of  new  roads;  to  require  such  cor- 
porations to  file  with  It  the  locations  of  their  lands  purchased  for  railroad 
purposes;  to  exempt  euch  corporations  from  fencing  their  tracks  at  certain 
places;  to  Impose  conditions,  llmltatlone.  reetrictionH,  and  regulations  In 
respect  to  all  ateam  and  street  railroad  croselnge;  to  bear  appeals  from  the 
county  commlsBlonerB  in  regard  to  the  assessment  of  damages  in  proceedings 
for  the  condemnation  of  lands;  to  employ  competent  experts  to  examine  the 
bridge  structures  of  such  corporations;  to  authorize  such  cirrporations  to 
establish  a  system  of  Interlocking  or  automatic  signals  at  crossings;  to  forbid 
or  regulate  the  sounding  of  locomotive  whistles  In  certain  cases;  to  do  all 
acts  necessary  to  the  promotion  of  safety  at  grade  crossings;  to  forbid  the 
improper  occupation  of  public  ways  by  freight  engines,  cars,  or  trains;  to 
order  changes  in  side  tracks,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of  crossings;  to  pre- 
scribe the  form  of  safety  appliances,  and  to  extend  the  period  within  which 
any  railroad  corporation  is  to  comply  witb  the  safety  appliance  act;  to 
approve  of  the  methods  of  heating  cars;  to  compare  and  flx,  on  petition,  pro- 
portionate rates  for  milk;  to  recommend,  after  a  hearing,  that  parties  be 
allowed  local  express  facilities  on  railroads;  to  authorise  the  running  of  such 
steamboat  lines  or  railroad  trains  on  Sunday  as  the  public  convenience  may 
require;  to  appoint  and  direct  competent  Inspectors,  whose  duty  It  Is  to  ex- 
amine tbe  machinery,  cars,  locomotives,  and  tracks  of  railroads  from  time 
to  time:  to  receive  verbatim  reports  from  Juatlcee  of  the  peace  of  the  testi- 
mony taken  by  them  In  cases  of  death  by  accidents  on  railroads  and  street 
railways;  to  approve  of  the  by-laws  of  societies  formed  for  the  relief  of 
employees  of  railroad  and  steamboat  companies;  to  determine  the  conditions, 
when  the  connecting  carriers  cannot  agree,  under  which  such  carriers  shall 
unite  or  cross,  and  as  to  the  erection  of  depots  and  station-houeea;  to  approve 
o(  the  purchase  of  one  road  by  another  or  consolidation  of  one  railroad  witb 
another;  to  regulate  the  number  of  tracks  and  crossings  of  private  railroads, 
and  to  approve  of  enclosures  put  around  the  platforms  of  street  cars.  (Laws, 
1874-1896.) 

Automatic  or  other  eafety  coupler  shall  be  placed  at  each  end  of  every 
freight  car  hereafter  constructed  or  repaired,  tbe  pattern  prescribed  by  the 
Commission;  act  enforced  by  tbe  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  on  application  of 
Attomey-Oeneral.     fAct  of  1S83.) 

RallroadH  shall,  before  October  1,  1894.  so  fli  their  frogB  and  guard-rails 
as  to  prevent  tbe  feet  of  their  employees  from  being  caught  therein,  and  the 
penalty  for  non-compliance  Is  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100  nor  more  than  |500. 
(AcUof  1888  and  1894.) 

On  and  after  January  1,  1898,  no  railroad  shall  use  in  transportation  any 
locomotive  not  equipped  with  a  power  driving-wheel  brake  and  appllancee  for 
operating  tbe  train-brake  system:  or  run  any  train  that  bas  not  a  sufficient 
number  of  cars  In  It  so  equipped  that  the  engineer  can  control  the  train  from 
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Uie  engine;  and  wben  any  railroad  sball  bave  equipped  a  suDlclent  number 
eo  aa  to  comply  wltb  tbfs  act.  It  may  refuse  to  receive  from  connecting  lines 
any  cars  not  legally  equipped  with  train  bralies.  On  and  after  said  date,  no 
railroad  Ehall  have  any  car  wblcb  Is  not  equipped  with  couplers  coupling 
automatically  by  Impact,  and  which  can  be  uncoupled  without  the  necessity 
of  men  going  l>etween  tbe  ends  of  the  care. 

On  and  after  July  1,  1895,  no  railroads  shall  use  any  car  wblcb  Is  not 
equipped  with  secure  grab-Irons  or  hand-holds.  The  standard  height  of  draw- 
bars for  freight  cars,  measured  perpendicularly  from  the  level  of  the  tope  of 
the  rails  to  the  centers  of  the  drawbars,  shall  be  thirty-four  and  one-balf 
Inches  for  standard  gauge  railroads,  and  twenty-six  inches  lor  narrow  gauge 
railroads,  with  a  maximum  variation  from  such  standard  height,  In  either 
case,  of  three  Inches  between  the  drawbars  of  empty  and  loaded  cars;  and  on 
and  after  July  1,  1895,  no  freight  car  sball  be  used  which  does  not  comply 
with  the  above  standard.  Carriers  are  liable  to  a  penalty  of  flDO  tor  each 
violation,  recovered  by  the  commonwealth  In  an  action  of  tort.  The  Com- 
mission may  from  time  to  time  extend  the  period  of  compliance.  Any  em- 
ploye who  may  be  injured  by  any  locomotive  or  car.  In  nee  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  assumed  the  risk,  although 
continuing  In  employment  after  the  fact  has  been  brought  to  hla  knowledge. 
<Chap.  362.  Act  of  1S9S.) 

Period  of  compliance  extended  for  drawbars  of  standard  freight  to  Feb- 
ruary 16.  1S96;  and  couplers  to  January  1,  1900.  (See  R.  R.  Com.  Report, 
1898,  p.  207.) 

After  November  1,  1S92,  passenger  cars  not  to  be  heated  by  a  stove  or 
fiH^ace  inside  tbe  car  or  suspended  underneath.    <Act  of  1891.  Chap.  249.) 

Passenger  cars  to  be  equipped  with  certain  tools.  (P.  S.,  Chap.  Ill; 
Act  of  1882,  Chap.  54.) 

COMMISSIONER  OP  RAILROADS  OF  MICHIGAN. 

The  Commissioner  Is  appointed  by  the  Governor  tor  a  term  of  two 
years,  and  shall  not  be  intereeted  in  railroads.  He  gives  a  bond  In  the  sum 
ot  flO.OOO,  conditioned  tor  the  faithful  performance  ot  his  duties,  and  receives 
an  annual  salary  ot  t2,500:  he  appolnte  a  deputy  at  a  salary  of  11.600  per 
annum,  and  a  mechanical  engineer  at  the  same  pay,  and  as  many  clerks  as 
necessary  at  salaries  not  exceeding  11,000  per  annum. 

The  powers  and  duties  ot  the  Commissioner  are:  To  require  railroad 
corporations  to  make  complete  annual  returns  to  him  of  their  flnanclal  trans- 
actions and  business  operations;  to  make  a  report  to  the  Governor,  on  Janu- 
ary 1st  ot  each  year,  ot  his  doings  for  the  preceding  year;  to  examine  Into 
the  physical  condition  and  management  of  railroads;  to  examine  Into  the 
books  and  papers  of  railroad  corporations;  to  Issue  subpcenas  for  the  at- 
tendance of  witnesses  and  administer  oaths;  to  Inspect  the  tracks,  bridges, 
and  other  structures  ot  railroad  corporations  and  notify  eucb  corporations 
ot  the  necessary  repairs;  to  direct  the  rate  of  speed  of,  or  entirely  stop  trains 
from  running  over  defective  tracks;  to  designate,  when  called  upon,  the 
compensation  and  schedules  at  which  one  corporation  may  draw  its  cars  over 
the  tracks  of  another  corporation;  to  arbitrate.  In  case  ot  disagreement,  what 
compensation  one  corporation  is  entitled  to  tor  the  Joint  use  of  Its  depots 
and  terminal  facilities  by  another  corporation;  to  have  flagmen  stationed  at 
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croBslngB;  to  visit  ODce  in  each  year  eacb  county  In  the  State  In  which  is  a 
railroad  station  and  personally  examine  Into  the  management  of  the  rail- 
roads, and  to  prosecute  all  corporatlone  guilty  of  violating  the  railroad  laws 
of  Uie  State;  to  order  such  carporatlons  on  complaint  to  furnish  proper  facili- 
ties to  vlllagea;  to  prescribe  a  uniform  system  of  accounting  of  alt  rsltroad 
companies  and  Inspect  their  accounts;  to  Inspect  the  fences  required  by  law 
to  be  constructed  by  railroad  companiea  and  prescribe  the  manner  of  con- 
structing the  same;  to  prescribe  the  nee  of  Interlocking  switch  and  signal 
system  at  all  crossings  and  Junctions;  to  compute  tbe  amount  of  taxes  to  be 
paid  by  such  corporations  and  to  file  auch  computation  yearly  with  the 
Auditor  General:  to  report  upon  the  advisability  of  a  clBssiflcation  of  freight; 
and  to  approve  the  height  of  bridges,  automatic  couplers,  stoves  and  heaters, 
fences  and  cattle  guards,  and  all  crossings. 

Before  any  railroad  company  can  be  permitted  to  construct  its  line 
in  any  county  of  this  State,  a  map,  showing  the  route  of  the  proposed  line, 
must  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Crossings  consisting  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Railroads,  Attomey-Oeneral,  and  Secretary  of  State.  This 
Board  approves*  the  map  filed  and  orders  such  mechanical  protection  at  the 
croaaing  of  other  railroad  companies'  tracks  as  they  ahall  consider  to  be  nec- 

In  case  any  electric  railroad  company  desires  to  cross  tbe  tracks  ot  any 
steam  railroad  company,  an  application  must  be  made  to  tbe  Commissioner  of 
Railroads,  who  approves  such  crossings,  either  at  grade  or  otherwise,  and  If 
at  grade,  orders  such  mechanical  protection  at  the  same  aa  he  conaiders  to  bo 


The  mechanical  engineer  of  the  Railroad  Co  mm  las  loner's  departmeat 
ntakee  technical  inspections  and  reports  of  tbe  condition  and  working  of  all 
train-safety  appliances,  switches,  and  signals. 

RAILROAD  COMMISSION  OP  MINNESOTA. 

This  body  is  composed  of  three  Commissioners,  elected  by  tbe  people  for 
a  term  of  four  years.  E^ch  Commissioner  enters  Into  bonds  In  the  sum  of 
$20,000,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty,  and  cannot  be 
interested  pecuniarily  In  the  business  of  the  common  carriers  of  tbe  State. 
All  railroad  companies  are  required  to  transport  the  Commissioners  free  of 
charge  when  engaged  In  offlclal  business.  Each  Commissioner  receives  an 
annual  salary  of  |3,000,  and  the  Commission  appoints  a  secretary,  who  is 
bonded  for  flO.OOO  and  gets  |1,S00  per  annum. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  this  Commission  are:  To  inquire  into  tbe 
management  of  tbe  business  of  all  common  carriers.  Including  express  com- 
panic*.  In  tbe  State;  to  obtain  from  such  carriers  full  Infornuitlon  necessary 
for  it  to  perform  Its  duties:  to  visit  once  in  every  year  each  county  In 
tbe  State  In  which  a  railroad  station  Is  located,  and  personally  Inquire  Into 
the  management  of  such  railroad  business:  to  cause  derelict  carriers  to  com- 
ply witb  the  laws  of  the  State  by  tbe  institution  of  suits  in  tbe  courts  to 
enforce  Its  orders:  to  require  sucb  carriers  to  establish  Joint  through  rates, 
and  In  event  of  their  failure  so  to  do,  to  establish  such  rates  Itself,  and  when 
sucb  carriers  fail  to  agree  as  to  the  divisions  of  the  rates,  to  decide  as  to 
SHch  divisions;  to  prescribe  the  extent  to  which  sucb  carriers  may  be  relieved 
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from  the  operation  ot  the  long  and  short  haul  section;  to  determine  reason- 
able switching  charges  between  connecting  carriers  when  they  neglect  to 
make  the  same;  to  require  carriers  to  print  and  post  and  to  file  with  tlie 
Commlselon  tbelr  sctaedule  of  rates;  to  require  common  carriers  bo  Die  with 
the  CommlBBton  all  of  their  oontracts,  agreementa,  and  arrangementa  with 
other  carriers;  to  hear  and  determine  complaints  of  shippers  as  to  unrea- 
sonable rates,  unjust  discrimination  In  any  form,  or  other  violation  ot  the  act, 
and,  at  such  Investtgatioo,  to  require  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  the  produc- 
tion of  all  books,  papers  and  documents  necessary,  and  to  tAke  the  testimony 
of  all  witnesses  under  oath ;  to  mske  a.  report  of  such  cases,  attended  with  a 
finding  of  facts;  to  fix  schedules  of  rates,  either  upon  complaint  or  Its  own 
motion;  to  direct  the  proper  court  officers  to  enforce  Its  orders  In  the  courts, 
nhere  it£  fludings  of  facts  and  schedules  at  rates  shall  be  taken  as  prima 
facie  true  and  tiasonable;  to  require  cunual  reports  from  all  such  carriers 
and  to  prescribe  a  uniform  system  of  keeping  accoUDts;  to  make  a  report  ta 
the  Govei-noi',  on  tbc  first  da/  oC  December  in  each  year,  of  Its  doings  for  the 
preceding  year,  and  to  make  n  speciiil  biennial  report  to  the  legislature,  sug- 
gesting uniendintnt  or  revision  ot  the  railroad  laws  of  the  State;  to  author- 
ise the  withdrawal  of  agents  at  depots,  under  certain  conditions;  to  designate 
the  place  for  the  erection  of  elevators,  warehouses,  or  mills  near  swltchea  or 
side-tracks.    (Commission  Law,  March  6,  1885;  other  laws  since.) 

Railroads  are  required  to  so  fix,  on  or  before  June  1,  1887,  their  frogs, 
switches,  and  guard  rails  as  to  thoroughly  protect  and  prevent  the  feet  of 
employes  and  other  persons  from  being  caught  therein.  Failure  to  comply 
makes  the  carrier  liable  In  a  sum  of  not  less  than  fGDO  nor  more  than  12,000 
for  each  violation.     (Section  2681,  General  Statutes,  1894.) 

They  are  required  to  equip  each  passenger  and  sleeping  car  run  within 
the  State  with  Ore  extinguishers  and  two  axes  and  two  saws,  one  set  to  be 
kept  in  the  inside  and  one  on  the  outside  of  such  car.  (Section  402,  Oeneral 
Statutes,  1S94.) 

They  are  required  to  equip  sleeping  cars  with  some  device,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Railroad  CommlHslOQ,  to  prevent  the  shutting  or  closing  of  the  upper 
berth  of  said  cars  in  case  of  the  overturning  of  same.  (Section  401,  Oeneral 
Statntes,  1894.) 

RAILROAD  COMMISSION  OF  MISSISSIPPI. 

This  Commission  consists  of  three  members,  elected  by  the  people  tor  a 
term  of  four  years.  Bach  Commissioner  receives  t2.&00  a  year,  and  the 
Commission  employs  a  secretary  at  a  salary  of  $1,000  per  annum.  Each  Com- 
missioner Is  bonded  for  flO.OOO,  and  is  Incapacitated  tor  having  any  pecu- 
niary Interest  in  the  railroad  business.  The  Commission  shall  be  carried  free 
by  the  carriers  over  the  State  in  the  performance  of  its  duties,  but  the 
carrier  must  report  the  number  of  trips  the  Commission  has  taken,  which 
must  report  the  same  to  the  Legislature. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  this  Commission  are:  To  administer  oaths, 
take  affldavlts,  and  examine  witnesses  under  oath;  to  require  quarterly  re- 
turns and  annual  reports  from  common  carriers,  and  other  companies  sub- 
ject to  the  act;  to  make  flndinge  and  determinations  upon  complaints,  which 
shall  be  received  In  all  courts  as  prima  favie  evidence  that  they  are  right  and 
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proper;  to  Issue  subptEoaa  duces  tecum;  to  apply  to  tbe  proper  courts  for  aid 
in  the  entorcement  of  Its  lawful  orders;  to  sanction  d  I  ecri  ml  nations  under  tbe 
long  and  short  haul  clause;  to  require  carriers  to  furnish  it  with  their 
schedule  at  rates;  to  revise  such  tariffs,  and  correct  undue  preferences  and 
unjust  discriminations;  after  such  tariffs  shall  be  corrected,  to  append  to 
each  its  certificate  of  approval;  to  fix  and  regulate  tariffs  tor  all  railroads 
which  fall  to  furnish  their  tarHTs;  to  exercise  a  watchful  and  careful  super- 
vlBlon  over  the  tariffs  of  all  railroads,  and  revise  the  same  from  time  to  time; 
to  fix  and  regulate  the  charges  of  all  express,  telegrapli,  telepbone.  and  sleep- 
ing-car companies,  In  the  same  manner  as  railroads;  to  prescribe  the  manner 
and  designate  the  place  of  posting  the  tariffs;  to  rsguire  all  proper  Informa- 
tion, copies  of  leases,  contracts  and  agreements,  and  statistical  data  to  be 
furnished  it  by  such  carriers  and  by  steamboats;  to  enforce  tne  delivery  of 
cars  from  one  connecting  line  to  another;  1«  supervise  and  regulate  the  main- 
tenance or  abandonment  of  railroad  stations  and  depots;  to  supervise  the 
posting  of  bulletin  boards,  showing  the  time  of  arrival  and  departure  of  trains, 
and  to  visit  stations  for  sucb  purpose;  to  certify  to  each  carrier  the  number 
and  character  of  passenger  coaches  necessary  tor  the  public  convenience;  to 
vlait  the  Bcene  of  railroad  accidents,  accompanied  by  death  or  serious  bodily 
injury  to  a  human  being,  and  inquire  Into  the  facts  and  circumstances,  and 
make  a  proper  repoft  thereof;  to  order  the  erection  and  designate  the  alte 
of  station  houses;  to  inspect  depots  and  other  Improvements  therein;  to 
order  the  maintenance  of  gates  where  tracks  cross  thoroughfares;  to  examine, 
on  complaint  or  otherwise,  the  physical  condition  of  the  railroads,  and  make 
orders  thereon;  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  uniform  automatic  car  cou- 
plers; to  require  the  railroads  to  use  the  same  classification;  to  see  that  all 
the  laws,  civil  and  penal,  affecting  such  carriers  are  compiled  with,  and  to 
prosecute  all  offenders;  to  visit  each  county  through  which  a  railroad  runs, 
and  make  Inquiries  as  to  violations  of  law  by  such  carriers  as  to  the  trans- 
portation needs  of  the  community;  to  make  biennial  reports  to  the  Legisla- 
ture of  all  Jts  acts  and  doings  for  the  two  preceding  years,  eombracing  such 
suggestions  as  the  Commission  may  deem  proper;  to  order  that  certain  side- 
tracks be  not  used  tor  switching  purposes;  to  classify  the  several  railroads  ot 
the  State  according  to  the  gross  earnings  of  each:  to  require,  as  State-  Kail- 
road  AssesBors,  railroad  companies  to  nie  complete  schedules,  under  oath,  ot 
all  their  property,  with  valuation,  for  taxation  purposes,  and  to  make  assess- 
ment thereon  for  collection  of  taxes;  to  assess  the  taxes  ot  telegraph,  express. 
sleeping-car,  palace-car,  and  dlnlng-car  companies;  to  order  the  establishment 
of  side-tracks,  in  order  to  connect  certain  Industries  with  the  main  line;  an'd 
to  grant  to  carriers  who  use  Interlocking  switches  permission  to  run  their 
trains  over  crossings  without  stopping.  (Commission  Law.  March  11,  1SS1, 
aa  amended;  other  laws  since.) 

The  Railroad  Commission  shall  recommend  to  the  carriers  the  adoption 
of  uniform  automatic  car  couplers;  and  when  any  such  appliances  shall  have 
been  required  by  Congress,  to  be  used  In  Interstate  commerce,  the  Commission 
Is  authorised  to  require  railroads  In  this  Stete  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments, aa  concerns  domestic  commerce,  within  a  reasonable  time.  (Chap.  134, 
Code  ot  1892,  Section  1317.) 
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BOARD   OP  RAILROAD  AND   WAREHOUSE   COMMISSIONERS   OF 
MISSOURI. 

This  Board  coaBists  of  three  memlMrB,  elected  by  the  people  Cor  a.  term 
of  sU  years,  each  of  wbom  receives  an  aonual  saJary  of  $3,000,  aod  glres 
bond  In  tlie  sum  of  fSO.OOO,  conditioned  upon  tbe  laithFul  perfonnance  of  his 
duties.  A  secretary  is  employed  by  the  Board  on  a  salary  ot  fl.SOO  per  an- 
num. No  one  In  any  way  personally  interested  in  any  railroad  company  is 
eligible  to  any  of  the  above  offlcea. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  ibis  Board  are:  To  prosecute  complaints  be- 
fore the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  involving  unreasonable  rates  on 
interstate  rates  into  or  out  ot  Missouri;  to  administer  oaths,  send  Cor  persons 
and  papers,  and  have  access  to  all  books  and  papers  ot  railroad  companies; 
to  Issue  subpffinaa  and  compel  the  giving  of  testimony:  to  require  carriers  to 
file  full  statements  annually  of  tlie  financial  and  operating  transactions;  to 
make  a  report  to  the  Governor  on  or  before  December  31st  of  each  year  of  Its 
official  acts  tor  the  year  ending  June  30th  next  preceding:  to  classify  all 
articles  of  freight,  except  in  special  classes,  and  to  reduce  rates  on  the  rail- 
roads In  all  elaases  whenever  such  reduction  would  be  equitable:  to  examine 
tbe  physical  condition  of  tbe  railroad  tracks  and  equipment,  make  report  of 
unsafety.  and  prosecute  for  negligence  in  repairing;  to  revise  schedules  ot 
maximum  freight  ratea  for  railroad  and  expreaa  companies,  and  to  reduce 
rates  shown  in  such  schedules,  when  found  proper,  but  not  passenger  tares, 
the  procedure  to  enforce  its  orders  beiing  similar  to  section  16  ot  tbe  act  to 
regulate  commerce,  the  court  having  power  to  modify  the  Commission's 
order;  to  investigate  freight  facilities,  and  to  require  railroad  companies 
wbose  tracks  cross  each  other  at  grade  to  construct  and  maintain  joint  depots 
and  stations  at  such  crossings;  to  require  auch  companies  to  buiid  and  main- 
taiu  spurs  or  switches  where  they  cross  at  grades;  to  require  aucta  com- 
panies to  furniah  the  Board  with  certiHed  copies  of  all  contracts  which  they 
enter  into  with  other  carriera;  to  see  whether  parallel  lines  combine  or  are 
consolidated,  and  to  direct  the  proper  offlcera  to  institute  court  proceedings 
against  such  combinations;  this  was  repealed  by  act  approved  April  7.  1S93. 
and  new  Section  2677,  substitute;  Information  is  glyen  by  railroads  in  general 
report,  as  made  tor  year  ending  June  aoth;  the  Commissioners  cannot  require 
private  switches  to  be  built;  they  approve  the  application  ot  parties  dealrlng 
same,  when  busineSE  offered  will,  in  their  opinion,  Justify  the  parties  desiring 
track  connection,  then  may  bu!td  the  track  necessary,  after  which  the  rail- 
road company  must  make  the  necessary  connections,  entire  expenses  to  be 
borne  by  privates  parties  desiring  the  same;  to  require  private  switches  to  be 
placed  from  certain  industrial  plants  to  the  main  line  ot  railroad  companies; 
to  fix  the  compenBBtion  ot  a  carrier  for  transporting  the  private  cars  of  ship- 
pers:  to  require  such  companies  to  Hie  with  It  copies  ot  their  schedules,  rulea, 
and  regulations,  and  to  see  that  tbe  same  are  properly  published;  to  render 
findings  of  tact  and  decisions  on  complaints  and  grant  reparation  in  case  of 
Injury,  such  findings  and  rates  made  being  taken  as  prima  facie  true  and 
reasonable  in  courts  of  law;  to  prosecute  any  railroad  company  tor  prevent- 
ing competition  between  express  companies;  to  appoint  a  cbief  inspector  of 
grain,  who  eball,  with  his  assistants,  supervise  the  inspection  of  grain  under 
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the  Immediate  direction  ot  the  Board;  to  require  public  warehouBemen  of 
grain  to  file  with  it  dally  and  weekly  reports  as  to  tbe  details  of  their  biiel- 
nesB;  to  appoint  committees  for  the  adjustment  ot  differencea  between  Inspec- 
tors and  warehousemen ;  to  make  rulea  governing  the  procedure  before  said 
committees,  to  establish  a  proper  number  and  standard  of  grades  for  the  In- 
spection ot  grain,  and  to  make  on  January  1st  of  each  year  a  report  to  tbe 
Governor  ot  its  doings  for  the  preceding  year;  to  prosecute  all  Tiolations  ot 
the  laws  as  to  public  warehousing  or  inspection  of  grain,  and  to  visit  each 
public  warehouse  In  the  State  once  In  every  six  months  to  see  that  It  Is 
properly  managed,  and  to  have  the  same  control  over  express  companies  in 
general  as  It  has  over  railroad  companies.  (Commission  Law,  ISTE;  Ware- 
housemen LiBW.  ISS9:  other  laws  since.) 

Railroads  are  required,  on  or  before  tbe  first  day  of  November,  1S9I,  to 
so  fix  all  switches,  frogs,  and  guard  rails  as  to  prevent  as  far  as  possible 
the  feet  of  employee  or  other  persons  from  being  caught  therein.  Failure  to 
comply  makes  the  carrier  liable  in  tbe  sum  ot  flO  for  every  suob  offense,  and 
each  day  shall  constitute  a  distinct  offense.  Judges  ot  courts  shall  charge 
grand  Juries  to  make  special  inquiry  as  to  violation  ot  this  law.  Noncom- 
pliance with  these  provisions  takes  away  from  the  carrier  the  right  to  prove 
contributory  negligence  upon  the  part  of  tbe  person  injured.  (Revised  Sta- 
tutes ot  1889,  as  amended  in  1891.  Obapter  42.) 

Railroads  are  prohibited  from  unloading,  cleaning,  or  emptying  the  refuse 
ot  any  car  or  cars  between  the  first  of  June  and  the  first  da;  of  November  ot 
any  year.  In  which  any  cattle  or  other  live  stock  have  been  confined  or  ship- 
ped, on  any  lands  but  those  enclosed  with  a  lawful  fence,  and  then  not  adja- 
cent to  any  spring  or  running  water.  It  is  made  the  duty  ot  every 
railroad  corporation  in  Missouri  to  thoroughly  clean  all  cars  for  the  trans- 
portation of  live  stock,  and  to  supply  all  needed  cars  at  the  point  ot  shipment, 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  in  good  sanitary  condition  tor  the  transportation  of 
the  Important  live  stock  Interests  of  the  State.  Any  railroad  corporation 
offending  In  any  of  these  particulars  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  lined  not  less  than  fSO  nor  more  than 
1600.  In  case  of  an  animal  dying  by  reason  of  non-compliance  on  the  part  of 
any  railroad  with  tbe  provisions  of  the  section  above  given,  the  owner  o(  Huch 
animal  may  recover  against  such  company. 

Tbe  period  within  which  any  railroad  company  now  organized  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  State  relating  to  railroads  and  railroad  companies  shall 
flniab  tbe  same  and  put  the  same  in  operation,  shall  be  extended  beyond  the 
expiration  of  ten  years  from  and  after  the  filing  of  Its  articles  of  aBSOclatlon; 
provided  that  at  the  expiration  of  said  ten  years  such  railroad  shall  have 
completed  and  put  in  operation  30  per  cent,  of  the  whole  length  ot  its  pro- 
posed railroad.      (Revised  Statutes.  1879.) 

It  is  made  the  duty  ot  railroad  corapanies,  under  an  act  approved  March 
29.  1891.  that  whenever  dead  freight  and  live  stock  come  In  competition  with 
each  other  for  shipment,  that  preference  be  given  to  the  transportation  ot  live 
stock,  and  that  the  same  be  shipped  without  delay,  under  a  penalty  of  a 
$500  fine. 

Commlasionere  are  authorized  to  require  railroad  companies  to  run  and 
operate  their  passenger  trains  so  as  to  connect  with  trains  ot  other  roads, 
at  Junction  points,  when  same  can  be  done  without  detriment  to  business  or 
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CfMiQlct  with  Other  more  Import&nt  coonoctlons.     [Act  approved  April  2$, 
1899.) 

Also  are  authorized  to  require  railroads  to  connect  their  tracks  when 
within  100  feet  of  each  other,  under  certain  condltlone,  as  regsrdB  grade,  right 
«f  way,  etc.     (Act  approved  April  29,  1899,) 

BOARD  OF  TKANSPORTATION  OF  NEBRASKA. 

The  Attorney -General,  Secretary  o(  State.  Auditor  ot  Public  Accounts, 
State  Treasurer,  and  Commissioner  of  Public  Lsjids  and  Buildings  constitute 
the  Board  of  Transportation.  This  Board  appoints  three  secretaries,  by  four- 
fifths  Tote,  to  assist  In  the  perlormance  of  Its  duties.  It  seems  that  these 
secretaries  practically  do  the  work  of  the  Board  relative  to  the  regulation  of 
railroads,  but  all  final  decisions  are  made  by  the  Board  only.  Elach  secre- 
tary is  paid  a  salary  ol  |Z,000  per  annum.  No  person  Interested  fnajicially 
in  railroad  corporations  can  be  employed  as  secretary;  each  secretary  Is 
bonded  in  the  sum  of  110,000. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  are:  To  have  the  general  supervi- 
sion of  all  steam  railroads  In  the  State;  to  Inquire  Into  any  neglect  of  duty 
or  violation  of  any  ot  the  laws  of  the  State  by  such  carriers;  to  examine  and 
Inspect  the  condition  of  each  railroad  In  the  State,  and  Its  equipments  and 
manner  of  conduct  and  management  ot  the  ssjne,  with  reference  to  the 
public  safety,  interest,  and  conveniences;  to  carefully  Investigate  all  com- 
plaints of  unsafety  ot  road,  lack  of  accommodation,  and  unjust  discrtminatloii 
In  rates,  facilities,  or  otherwise;  to  make  flndlngs  upon  the  same,  and,  la 
case  the  carriers  are  derelict,  to  order  them  to  carry  out  the  Board's  recom- 
mendations In  the  premiees;  to  order  the  proper  court  offlclalH  to  Institute 
proceedings  in  the  courts  to  enforce  such  orders.  In  case  the  carriers  decline 
to  comply,  at  which  hearings  such  order  and  findings  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  their  reasonableness;  to  require  such  carriers  to  file  annual  re- 
ports with  It  at  its  finances,  operations,  agreements,  and  Information  In  rela- 
tion to  rates  and  tares;  to  prescribe  unltormit;  ot  keeping  accounts;  to  make 
a  report  to  the  Governor,  on  the  first  Monday  In  December  of  each  year,  ot  its 
doings  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  together  with  suitable  recommendations; 
to  relieve  such  carriers  from  the  operation  of  the  long  and  short  haul  sec- 
tion In  special  cases;  to  require  such  carriers  to  file  with  It  copies  ot  Its 
schedules  of  rates  and  fares,  contracts  and  agreements;  to  grant  reparation 
for  damages  to  Injured  shippers;  to  require  the  attendance  and  testimony  ot 
witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers,  and  documents;  to  bear  com- 
plaints and  make  orders  relative  to  highway  crossings  over  railroads,  such 
orders  being  enforceable  by  mandamus;  to  see  that  the  provisions  ot  the  act 
relative  to  Inspecting,  weighing,  and  warehousing  of  grain  shall  be  duly  en- 
forced; this  duty  Includes  minute  details,  such  as  frequent  visits  to  the 
warehouses,  examination  ot  books  and  management,  prosecution  ot  suits,  esti- 
mations of  grades,  etc.,  to  have  the  same  control  over  telephone,  telegraph, 
and  express  companies  as  It  has  over  railroad  companies. 

In  1S93,  the  State  X^glalsture  fixed  by  Htstute  the  schedules  ot  maximum 
rates  for  the  railroads.  There  Is  a  provision  In  this  law  which  allows  the 
carrier  to  show  to  the  proper  State  court  by  petition  that  its  schedule  as  fixed 
by  the  Legislature  was  unreasonably  low.  Upon  this,  such  court  may  direct 
the  Board  of  Transportation  to  permit  such  carrier  to  raise  its  rates  la  the 
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dlaeretion  of  the  Board,  but  the  Board  cannot  make  the  rates  higher  than  the 
(xnier  charged  on  January  I,  1S93.  The  Board  may  reduce  the  rates  named 
In  the  statutory  schedule.  The  various  carriers  ot  the  State  instituted  a  pro- 
ceeding for  an  Injunction  In  the  United  biatos  courts  restraining  the  Board 
tram  enforcing  the  ratee  fixed  by  the  statute.  This  was  known  as  the  "Ne- 
braska Haximuin  Freight  Rat«  Case,"  and  the  flnal  termination  of  the  matter 
mta  the  decision  ol  the  Unlt«d  States  Supreme  Court  upon  the  subject, 
wherein  it  held  that  the  rates  as  established  were  unreasonably  low  and  vlo- 
IftUve  of  the  14th  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  S«e 
Smythe  t.  Ames,  169  U.  S.,  166.  <Board  of  Transportation  Law,  ISST;  Haxl- 
mvm  Freight  Rate  Act,  1S93;  other  laws  since.) 

On  and  after  January  1,  189S,  all  railroads  must  equip  their  freight 
and  passenger  cars  with  safety  or  automatic  couplers  or  drawbars,  and  thslr 
locomotives  with  "drive  brakes;"  and  It  shall  be  unlawful  lor  any  railroad 
after  said  date  to  run  any  train  of  cars  that  shall  not  have  in  that  train  a 
sufficient  number  of  cars  with  some  kind  of  efflctent  automatic  or  power 
brakes,  so  that  the  engineer  can  control  the  train  from  the  locomotive.  Tha 
railroads  shall  Include  In  their  annual  reports  to  the  Railroad  Commission- 
era  the  number  of  their  locomotives  and  cars  and  the  numlwr  properly 
equipped.  Any  railroad  violating  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  shall  be  subject  to  a  Sue  of  not  less  than  |500  or  not  more 
than  11,000  for  each  offense.     (Complied  Statutes,  Chapter  16.) 

BOARD  OF  RAILROAD  OOMMISSIONBRS  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

This  Board  consists  ot  three  persons,  not  pecuniarily  Interested  In  rail- 
roads, appoiuted  by  the  Governor  tor  a  term  of  three  years.  The  Board  shall 
cboose  from  its  members  a  clerk.  The  annual  salary  of  the  chairman  Is 
92,500;  of  the  clerk,  $2,200;  ot  the  other  member,  f2,000;  all  of  them  to  have 
free  transportation  over  the  railroads  In  the  State.  The  expenses  of  the 
Board,  Including  the  salaries  of  Its  members,  are  borne  by  the  railroad  cor- 
porations In  proportion  to  their  gross  receipts. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  this  Board  are:  To  have  general  supervision 
ot  all  street  and  steam  railroads  within  the  State;  to  prescribe  the  forms  in 
which  the  accounts  ot  such  carriers  shall  be  kept;  to  keep  Informed  as  to  the 
physical  condition  of  the  roads,  as  to  the  manner  In  which  they  are  operated, 
with  reference  to  the  requirements  of  the  laws  and  to  the  security  and  ac- 
commodation ot  the  public,  as  to  their  financial  condition,  and  as  to  their 
receipts  and  expenditures;  to  examine  the  railroads  at  least  once  each  year 
and  their  books  and  accounts  from  time  to  time;  to  investigate  the  causes  of 
all  railroad  accidents  resulting  In  loss  of  life:  to  flx  the  rates  tor  transporta- 
tion ot  persons  and  freight,  on  complaint;  the  carrier  violating  the  act,  or 
any  lawful  direction  of  the  Board,  being  liable  to  a  penalty  not  to  exceed 
91.000  tor  each  offense;  to  Institute  and  prosecute  by  Itself  or  through  the 
Attorney-General  such  proceedings  as.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  will  Insure 
compliance  with  the  laws;  to  make  proper  recommendations,  when  necessary, 
as  to  repairs,  new  stations,  mode  of  operating,  and  rates;  to  hear,  Inveetl- 
gate,  and  determine  complaints  against  such  carriers;  to  summon  witnesses, 
eompel  their  attendance,  administer  oaths,  and  take  testimony;  to  require 
mch  carriers  to  tnmlsh  Information  concerning  their  condition,  manage- 
ment, operation  and  flnanclal  standing,  to  file  with  It  copies  of  their  les 
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and  contracts,  to  exhibit  tbelr  books,  accounts  and  iiap«rs  to  the  Board,  and 
to  moke  and  Ble  wttb  tbe  Board  aanual  reports;  to  make,  when  bo  dlroct«d  by 
the  Supreme  Court,  report  to  that  court  aa  to  whether  or  not  the  public  good 
requires  the  construction  of  new  railroads,  or  the  union  of  two  or  more 
railroads,  whose  stockholders  have  so  voted,  Into  a  single  corporation,  or  the 
building  of  eitenaiona  or  branches  ot  railroads  already  constructed;  to  pre- 
scribe the  form  ot  railroad  maps;  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Legislature, 
on  December  Ist,  ot  each  year,  of  tbelr  doings  during  tbe  year,  with  sugges- 
tions and  recommendation  a;  to  change  the  location  of  railroads;  and  aa  a 
lolnt  Board  with  the  selectmen  o(  the  town,  or  mayor  and  aldermen  of 
the  city  In  which  tbe  lauds  are  situate,  to  assesH  damages  for  tbe  condem- 
nation ot  lands  taken  for  railroad  purposes;  to  supervise  the  construction  of 
grade  crossings  so  as  to  secure  protection,  designate  signs  at  crossings,  con- 
trol the  wbistling  of  locomotives,  and  regulate  the  speed  ot  trains  over  cross- 
ings; to  order  the  erection  of  cattle  guards  and  depots;  to  approve  ot  the 
beating  of  cars;  to  require  railroad  companies  to  raise  any  railroad  bridge 
and  any  overhead  highway  bridge;  to  regulate  the  issue  ot  stocks  and  bonds 
by  such  street  and  steam  railroad  companies,  and  In  certain  cases  to  permit 
the  issue  of  stocks  and  bonds  to  an  amount  greater  than  is  authorized  by  the 
charters  of  ench  railroads.  (Laws  1877,  1878,  1883,  and  1893;  other  laws 
since.) 

Every  railroad  shall  erect  bridge  guards  at  each  end  ot  every  bridge  or 
other  structure  erected  less  than  IS  feet  above  the  track  of  their  railroad, 
their  character  and  location  to  be  approved  by  the  Commissioners.  PUlure 
to  comply  makes  tbe  carrier  liable  to  forfeiture  of  |50  for  each  month  of  con- 
tinuance.    {Pub.  State,  ot  1891,  Chap.  169.) 

The  Commissioners  may  require  railroads  to  raise  railroad  bridges  and 
overhead  highway  bridges  and  to  change  the  approaches  thereto.  No  covered 
railroad  bridge  shall  be  constructed  with  less  than  21  feet  between  the  top  ot 
the  rails  and  the  lowest  point  of  tbe  overhead  structure,  except  with  the  con- 
sent ot  tbe  Commissioners,  and  no  railroad  shall  have  any  freight  car  ^- 
ceedlng  14  feet  In  height  from  the  rails  to  the  top  of  tbe  running  board. 
Neglect  to  comply  with  Commissioners'  orders  shall  be  punished  by  a  line  of 
(60  per  day.     (Act  ot  1893,  Chap.  39.) 

RA1I.<R0AD   COMMISSION   OF   NEW   YORK. 

This  Board  consists  of  three  members  (one  ot  whom  shall  be  experienced 
In  railroad  business),  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  a  term  ot  five  years, 
each  ot  whom  draws  an  annual  salary  ot  18,000.  Tbe  Board  employs  a  secre- 
tary at  a  salary  ot  $6,000,  an  assistant  secretary  at  f3,flO0  per  annum,  a  mar- 
shal at  tl.500,  an  accountant  and  an  Inspector  at  not  exceeding  f3,000  each,  an 
electrical  expert  at  |4.000.  a  superintendent  of  the  grade  crossing  t>ureau  at 
(3.000  and  a  corps  of  clerhs  and  experts.  The  Board,  with  such  persons  as  It 
deems  necessary.  Is  transported  over  the  railroads  of  the  State  tree  ot  charge, 
when  In  the  performance  ot  Ite  duties.  The  total  annual  expense  of  the 
Board  <s  borne  by  the  railroad  corporations  of  tbe  State  according  to  their 
means.  No  person  who  is  in  any  manner  pecuniarily  Interested  In  railroads 
is  eligible  to  any  of  the  above  offices. 

Tbe  powers  and  duties  ot  this  Board  are:  To  have  tbe  general  saper- 
vlslon  of  all  street  and  steam  railroads,  to  examine  the  some,  and  to  keep 
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Informed  as  to  their  condition  and  the  manner  in  wblch  they  are  operated 
with  reference  to  the  securlt}'  and  accommodation  of  the  public,  and  the  com- 
pliance ot  the  several  corporations  with  the  proTiBlons  of  their  charters  and 
the  laws  of  the  State;  to  Investigate  the  causes  of  any  accident  on  a  raitroad, 
resulting  in  loss  of  life  or  Injury  to  a  person,  and  to  report  the  result  of  such 
examination  to  the  Legislature;  to  administer  oaths,  enter  railroad  cars, 
offices,  and  depots  durine  business  hours,  compel  the  production  of  tiooks, 
papers,  subpcsna  wltnesseB,  have  hearings,  take  testimony,  and  matte  reports 
and  recommendations  thereon;  to  require  such  corporations  to  file  with  it  an- 
nual reports  and  to  prescribe  the  form  of  such  reports;  to  give  notice  to  such 
raitroad  corporations  as  have  violated  the  law,  or  have  neglected  to  comply 
wlUi  their  charters,  or  have  unjustly  discriminated  In  their  charges  tor  aer- 
vlces,  or  have  refused  to  comply  with  any  recommendation  of  the  Board,  and 
If  their  dereliction  continues,  to  present  the  matter  to  the  Attorney-Oeneral, 
who  shall  take  proceedings  thereon,  but  In  the  courts<such  recommendations 
are  not  even  of  prima  facie  weight;  to  recommend  repairs  upon  any  railroad; 
to  gather  Information  from  every  railroad  corporation  as  to  Its  rates  and 
fares,  Ita  condition  and  management,  and  its  contracts  and  agreements  in 
speclBc  cases;  to  make  a  full  report  annually  of  Its  doings  on  the  second 
Monday  In  January  In  each  year,  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State;  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  apply  to  all  sleeping  and  drawing-room  car  corporationa; 
to  recommend  changes  In  methods  of  operation  and  In  safety  appliances;  to 
supervise  the  location  and  construction  of  Interlocking  switches  and  signal 
systems;  to  adjnst  complaints  between  Individuals  and  rallroEkd  companies, 
and  correct  abuses  from  discrimination  or  overcharges;  to  pass  upon  applica- 
tions lor  the  increase  or  reduction  of  capital  stock  of  such  companies;  to  fix 
the  terms  and  conditions  tor  the  Interchange  of  traffic  between  connecting 
railroads;  to  approve  or  disapprove  of  the  consolidation  or  lease  of  parallel 
asd  competing  railroads,  of  the  abandonment  of  a  part  of  its  route  by  a 
street  surface  railroad  company,  of  an  application  of  such  street  railroad 
company  to  cross  the  tracks  of  a  steam  railroad  company  (and  to  regulate 
the  manner  of  such  crossing),  and  of  a  change  of  gauge  ot  railroads;  to  ap- 
prove or  disapprove  of  the  Incorporating  or  construction  of  new  street  or 
steam  railroads;  to  pass  upon  the  kind  of  motive  power  to  be  used  on  street 
railroads,  and  to  regulate  the  matter  ot  grades  at  croealngs.  (Laws  of  ISSS 
and  later  dat«s.) 

Fences  and  cattle  guards  must  be  maintained.  (Section  32  of  the  Rail- 
road Law.) 

Warning  signs  must  be  maintained  at  highway  grade  crossings  ot  rail- 
roads. Court  may  order  erection  ot  gates  or  placing  ot  flagmen  at  such 
crossings.     (Section  33  ot  the  Railroad  Law.) 

Locomotives  on  steam  railroads  crossing  each  other  at  grade  must  stop 
before  crossing,  unless  upon  the  Installation  of  an  Interlocking  switch  and 
signal  plant  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  CommUsloners,  such 
Board  consents  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  stop  before  crossing;  to  regulate 
the  manner  of  crossings  of  steam  and  street  railroads,  and  the  Installation 
ot  Interlocking  devices  at  such  crossing.    (Section  36  of  the  Railroad  Law.) 

In  the  construction  ot  new  and  the  removal  of  existing  switches,  split 
point  or  some  other  kind  ot  safety  switch  must  be  used,  calculated  to  prevent 
the  derailment  ot  a  train  when  the  switch  Is  misplaced.     Warning  signals 
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muBt  be  erected  at  every  bridge  or  structure  which  crosses  &  railroad  abov« 
tlie  tracks  wbere  such  warning  signals  may  be  necessary  tor  the  pn>t«cti<M> 
of  employes  on  tbe  top  of  cars  Irom  Injury.  Power  brakes  must  be  used  on  all 
passenger  care,  except  in  mixed  trains.  Wrecking  tools  must  be  kept  la  all 
passenger  cars.     (Section  49  ol  the  Railroad  Law.) 

On  all  railroads  over  Sfty  miles  in  length  stoves  or  (urnoces  shall  not 
be  used  to  heat  passenger  cars.  Stoves  for  cooking  purposes,  or  a  pattern  to 
be  approved  by  the  Board  ot  Railroad  CommisslonerB,  may  be  used.  Section 
61  ot  the  Railroad  Law.) 

Railroad  Commlss loners  may  prescribe  method,  means,  and  me<dkaikical 
appliances  tor  lighting  end  ventilating  tunnels  on  railroads,  and  enforce  such 
regulations.    (Chapter  360,  laws  ot  1S91.) 

Ten  per  cent,  of  the  freight  cars  operated  In  this  State  by  each  comt>any 
must  be  equipped  each  year,  beginning  with  1893,  with  power  brakes.  The 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  may  extend  tbe  time  from  year  to  year, 
but  after  January  1.  1903,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  or  other  com- 
pany to  haul,  or  permit  to  be  hauled  or  used  on  its  line  or  lines  within  the 
State,  any  freight  train  not  equipped  with  sufficient  power  brakes  to  con- 
trol the  train.     (Chapter  543,  laws  of  1S93.) 

Twenty  per  cent,  of  freight  cars  operated  In  this  State  by  each  company 
must  be  equipped  each  year,  beginning  with  1893,  with  automatic  couplers. 
The  Board  of  Railroad  Com  miss  I  oners  may  extend  the  time,  not,  however, 
exceeding  January  1.  1903,  when  all  freight  cars  operating  In  this  State  must 
be  so  equipped.    (Chapter  644,  laws  of  1893.) 

The  Penal  Code  contains  provlalona  making  violations  ot  most  ot  the 
above  provisions  misdemeanors.  Where  the  Penal  Code  does  not  provide  a 
penalty,  it  will  be  found  that  the  particular  law  provides  a  penalty. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  CORPORATION  COMMISSION. 

This  Commission  is  comprised  of  three  members,  elected  by  the  peoplo 
tor  a  term  of  six  years.  Each  Commissioner  receives  a  salary  of  12,000  per 
annum.  The  Commission  employs  a  clerk,  whose  yearly  salary  Is  (1,800.  The 
clerk  Is  required  to  be  an  expert  accountant,  experienced  in  railroad  slatlstlcfl 
and  rates.  The  Commission  and  clerk  are  transported  tree  ot  charge  over  the 
railroads  ot  the  State  on  official  business.  No  member  of  the  Commission  can 
be  pecuniarily  Interested  lit  the  business  of  any  of  the  corporations  namad  in 
the  act. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  said  Commission  are:  To  have  the  general 
supervision  of  street  and  steam  railroads,  steamboat  and  canal  companies, 
express,  sleeping  car.  telephone,  banking,  building  and  loaa,  trust  and  tele- 
graph companies  doing  business  in  the  State;  to  administer  oaths  in  all 
matters  relating  to  Its  official  duties;  to  make  reasonable  and  Just  rates  ot 
freight  and  passenger  tariffs,  whether  Joint  or  not,  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
lurnlshed  by  any  railroad  company,  which,  when  approved  by  the  Com- 
mission,  shall  be  observed  by  such  company,  and  shall  be  received  In  tha 
courts  as  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  rates  are  reasonable;  to  make  rules 
to  prevent  careless  handling  ot  freight  and  baggage;  to  prevent  unjust  dis- 
crimination in  transportation;  to  make  Just  rates  for  the  use  of  cars;  to  pre- 
vent the  giving  or  receiving  ot  rebates;  to  relieve  such  carriers  from  the 
operation  of  the  long  and  short  haul  section,  in  special  cases;  to  Investigate 
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ecHBplai&ts  as  to  Interstate  rates  and  present  the  same,  it  the;  seem  Just,  to 
tbe  attention  of  tbe  Interstate  Commerce  CommlsBlon;  to  make  special  rates 
tor  the  purpose  of  dereloplng  manuFaetarIng,  mining.  mlUlns.  and  Internal 
ImproTements  In  the  State;  to  require  railroad  companies  to  file  with  tha 
CommlsBlon,  within  tbirt?  days  after  the  orKanlzation  of  tbe  CommlsBlon. 
schedules  ol  their  rates  and  fares;  to  Inveatlgate  tbe  iMoks,  papers,  and  busi- 
ness of  all  such  companies;  to  require  carriere  to  make  annual  reports  of 
their  operations  to  the  CommlBslon;  to  inspect  and  approve  all  contracts  and 
agreements  between  railroad  companies  and  agreements  for  division  of  eam- 
Inga  liefore  ther  efaall  be  effective;  to  Institute  actions  against  such  com- 
panies for  the  recover;  of  penalties  for  non-conformity  with  the  rulea  and 
regulations  of  the  Commlasion  or  tor  violations  of  the  act;  to  make  to  tbe 
GoTemor  annual  reports  of  the  transactions  of  the  office,  with  suitable  recom- 
mendations ss  to  legislation;  to  hear  complaints,  aubpcena  witnesses,  tahe 
testimony,  and  make  reports  and  Undlnge;  to  require  establishment  of  sta- 
tions; to  notify  companies  of  any  necessity  for  repairs  or  clianges  of  station. 
houses;  to  approve  or  disapprove  of  tbe  abandonment  or  re-location  of  passen- 
ger stations  or  freight  depots;  to  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  relative  to 
the  Interchange  of  traffic  between  connecting  carriers;  to  make  tbe  schedule 
of  cliarges  for  express,  telegraph  and  telephone  companies;  to  Investigate  tbe 
causes  of  railroad  accidents;  to  act  as  arbitrators  between  two  disagreeing 
corporations  embraced  in  the  act.  with  tbeir  consent,  tbe  award  being  final; 
to  act  as  a  State  Board  of  Appraisers  In  tbe  valuation  and  assessment  of 
property  owned  by  all  such  companies  lor  the  purpose  of  taxation,  with  com- 
plete power  as  to  details  of  securing  returns  and  having  full  Investigation; 
to  be  a  court  of  record  with  general  Jurisdiction  over  the  corporations  named; 
to  authorize  railroad  companies  to  run  tast  mail  trains,  which  shall  stop  at 
certain  designated  stations  only;  to  enforce  the  provisions  making  It  unlawful 
for  a  carrier  to  demand  freight  charges  on  undelivered  portion  of  goods  ship- 
ped, and  to  supervise  and  regulate  the  business  carried  on  in  the  State  by 
banking,  building  and  loan,  and  trust  companies. 

When  this  Commlfislon  makes  a  schedule  of  rates  with  which  the  carrier 
Is  dissatisfied,  sucb  carrier  may  appeal  to  tbe  Superior  Court  of  tbe  State,  and 
from  tbe  Superior  Court  to  tbe  Supreme  Court  for  relief  In  tbe  premises,  but, 
unless  the  carrier  flies  an  indemnity  bond,  the  rates  as  fixed  by  the  Com- 
mission are  to  remain  In  eftect.    (Act  of  March  6,  1899.) 

RAILROAD  COMMISSION  OF  NORTH   DAKOTA. 

The  law  provides  for  three  Commissioners  to  regulate  the  railroads  of 
this  State,  elected  by  the  people,  who  are  to  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  at 
a  salary  of  (1,200  per  annum  each.  These  Commissi  oners  are  permitted  to 
ride  over  tbe  railroads  of  the  State  free  of  charge  In  the  performance  of  their 
dntles;  they  are  bonded  each  in  the  sum  of  |10,000  per  annum. 

These  CiMnmlssloners  exercise  the  following  powers  and  duties:  To  have 
the  general  supervision  over  the  common  carriers  of  the  State,  and  to  ex- 
amine their  condition,  equipment,  and  management;  to  require  such  carriers 
to  make  semi-annual  reports  to  the  Commissioners  as  to  the  safety  ot  their 
bridges  and  ferries;  to  give  notice  to  such  carriers  of  any  negligence  that 
they  may  b^  guilty  ot  In  respect  to  their  charters,  the  laws  of  the  State,  the 
nnaatety  or  defects  of  tracks  or  equipment  or  station- bouses  or  depots,  thn 
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making  of  rates,  and  the  mode  of  operating  their  roads;  to  make  a  report  to 
the  Governor,  on  the  first  Monday  In  December  In  each  year,  of  their  dolnga 
for  the  preceding  year;  to  require  auch  carriers  to  make  and  file  full  and  com- 
plete annual  returns  with  the  Commlaslonere  showing  their  financial  and 
operating  transactions;  to  Inspect  the  physical  condition  of  carriers  once  a 
year  and  report  thereon;  to  examine  the  books  and  papers  of  such  carrlerB 
and  their  officers  and  employees  under  oath;  to  hear  and  determine  com- 
plaints as  to  excessive  rates  and  unjust  discrimination,  make  flndlnga  and 
orders  upon  the  same,  and  enforce  suoli  orders  In  the  courts,  such  flndlnga 
being  jirimo  facie  reasonable  and  correct;  to  make  and  fli  schedules  of  rea- 
sonable maximum  rates,  appeal  being  allowed  from  the  order  of  the  Com- 
misBloners  by  the  carriers  to  the  courts  which  are  authorized  to  modify  the 
schedules  If  shown  unreasonable,  but  In  proceedings  on  complaint  before  the 
Commissioners  the  procedure  Is  similar  to  section  16  of  the  Act  to  regulata 
commerce;  to  administer  oaths,  require  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  produc- 
tion of  papers  and  documents;  to  prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  upon 
which  one  common  carrier  switches  and  transfers  cars  for  another;  to  require 
such  carriers  to  file  copies  of  their  tarifts.  contracts,  and  agreements  with  the 
CommlBBi oners,  and  to  supervise  the  handtlng,  weighing,  and  storage  of 
grain,  and  to  Issue  licenses  for  elevators  and  warehouses.  (Commission  Act 
of  March  8.  1897;  other  laws.) 

COMMISSIONER  OF  RAILROADS  AND  TBLBORAPHS  OP  OHIO. 

This  Commissioner  Is  appointed  by  the  Oovemor  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  Is  not  permitted  to  have  any  pecuniary  Interest  in  railroads  or  tele-' 
graphs,  and  Is  bonded  In  the  sum  of  15,000,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  bis  duties.  His  salary  Is  |3,OO0  per  annum,  and  he  has  the  right 
of  passing.  In  the  performance  of  hU  duties,  on  all  the  railroads  within  the 
State  free  of  charge.  He  may  appoint  four  clerks  and  two  Inspectors.  The 
chief  clerk's  salary  Is  $2,400  per  year;  other  clerks  and  Inspectors,  $1,200 
per  year  and  expenses.  The  entire  expenses  of  the  Commissioner  and  his 
office  are  borne  by  such  corporations  in  proportion  to  their  gross  earnings, 
to  the  amount  of  115,000  per  yearr. 

His  powers  and  duties  are:  To  examine  railroad  tracks,  bridges,  etc., 
supposed  to  be  dangerous;  to  prescribe  the  rate  of  speed  for  passing  over  the 
same,  or  wholly  stop  trains  from  paaslng  over  the  same;  to  determine  when 
railroad  companies  must  erect  gates  at  croeslngB,  to  approve  of  the  construc- 
tion of  such  gates  and  of  freight-ways  at  crosaings;  to  examine  into  alleged 
violations  of  the  laws  of  the  State:  to  examine  into  the  differences  arising 
between  citizens  and  common  carriers  and  report  his  findings  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, It  in  session,  otherwise  to  the  Governor;  to  require  railroad  and  tele- 
graph companies  to  file  In  his  ofllce  annual  reports  concerning  their  stock, 
debt,  cost  of  road  or  line  and  equipment,  characteristics  of  tbelr  roads  and 
lines,  and  their  doings,  earnings,  and  expenditures  for  the  year;  to  prescrllM 
the  form  of  such  returns;  to  require  railroad  companies  to  furnish  him  with 
copies  of  leases  and  contracts  with  other  companies;  to  examine  Into  the 
cases  of  fatal  railroad  accidents;  to  subptena  witnesses,  administer  oaths,  com- 
pel the  production  of  boobe  and  papers,  and  punish  for  contempt;  to  require 
the  secretaries  of  railroad  and  telegraph  companies  to  furnish  him  with  a 
list  ot  the  officers  and  directors  of  their  respective  companies  and  all  changes 
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t&klDg  place;  to  likstmct  prmecntlng  attomeye  to  commence  clril  actions  for 
tlie  recovery  of  tb«  penalties  for  vlolatlona  of  the  proTtBlons  of  the  I&w;  to 
make  to  the  Qovernor,  on  January  let  of  each  year,  s  report  ol  his  doings, 
with  suggeatlcmB  and  recommeadatlons;  to  Bupervlse  the  proper  blocking  of 
frogs,  svltchea,  and  guard  rails  on  railroad  tracks  and  the  {irotectloii  of 
the  public  by  Interlocking  swltfhes  at  crosslDgs;  to  order  grade  crossings  of 
steam  roada  Interlocked,  and  apportion  the  cost  that  each  road  shall  pay  tor 
InstallaUon,  maintenance,  and  operation;  to  enforce  the  act  limiting  the 
bouTS  of  service  of  employees,  and  also  the  act  preventing  the  employment 
of  inexperienced  conductors,  engineers,  brakemen,  and  flagmen;  to  require 
such  companies  to  report  to  him  the  number  of  their  care  equipped  wltli 
automatic  couplere  aod  air  brakes,  and  prescribe  the  kind  of  safety  appli- 
ances to  be  used;  to  pass  upon  the  quality  of  oil  used  in  lighting  cars  and 
the  interlocking  devices  used;  to  publish  and  distribute  railroad  maps;  to  act 
as  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalliatlon  of  Taxes  of  Railroad  Prop- 
erty; to  supervise  the  equipment  of  passenger  trains  with  flre-eztlngulshers; 
and  to  have  general  police  supervision  over  all  railroad,  telegraph,  and  tele- 
phone lines  and  Interrurban  electric  railways  Id  the  State.  (Laws  as  com- 
piled In  1SS3;  other  laws.) 

When  two  or  more  rallroada  cross  at  grade,  or  any  railroad  cross  a 
stream,  by  a  swing  or  draw  bridge,  they  shall  erect  Interlocking  or  safe^ 
devices  thereat,  so  as  to  render  It  safe  tor  engines  or  trains  to  pass  over 
such  crossing  or  bridge  without  stopping.  Such  system  of  safety  devices 
ahall  first  be  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Telegraphs, 
and  said  CommissloD  Is  given  power.  In  case  such  devices  become  unsafe, 
to  order  the  same  discontinued.  Tbe  act  provides  for  a  procedure  and 
remedy  before  said  Commissioner  in  case  c&rrlers  cannot  agree  as  to  the 
mode,  erection,  and  malntenaince  of  such  devices  at  crossings.  But  a  rail- 
road that  shall  hereafter  seek  to  cross  another  such  railroad  is  compelled 
to  furnish  and  erect  tbe  devicea.  When  such  devices  are  constructed  and 
maintained.  It  ahall  be  lawful  to  run  trains  over  croaetnga  without  stopping. 
Any  railroad  refusing  to  comply  with  any  order  made  by  said  Commissioner 
shall  forfeit  a  penalty  of  t^OO  per  week  for  each  week  of  such  refusal,  to  be 
recovered  In  an  action  of  debt  In  the  name  of  the  State.  (Law  of  April  27, 
1896,  as  amended  April  21,  1S98.) 

All  telegraph,  telephone,  and  electric  light  wires  constructed  over  rail- 
roads shall  be  put  up  on  good,  substantial  poles  of  a  size  of  not  less  than 
twelve  Inches  fn  diameter  at  the  bottom,  and  not  less  than  six  Inches  In 
diameter  at  the  top,  which  shall  be  set  In  the  earth  not  less  than  one-sixth 
of  their  length  and  well  tamped.  Double  cross  arms  shall  be  used  and 
wires  shall  be  Insulated  with  glass  or  porcelain  Insulators  and  securely 
taatened  to  both  cross  arms.  Wires  ataall  clear  the  top  of  the  rails  at  least 
twentr-flve  feet,  except  In  cases  of  trolley  wire  crossings,  where  the  height 
named  by  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Telegraphs  shall  govern;  It  Is 
tbe  duty  of  eucb  Commissioner  to  enforce  this  act.     (Law  of  Aprn  21,  1898.) 

All  railroads  shall  by  June  1,  1899,  block  all  angles  in  frogs,  switches,  and 
crossings  on  their  roads  with  the  best  known  sheet  steel  spring  guard  or 
wrought  Iron  appliances  approved  by  tbe  Commissioner  of  Railroads  and  Tele- 
graphs.    (Law  of  April  24,  1898.) 

Every  railroad  shall,  on  or  before  January  1,  1900,  equip  all  of  Its  cars 
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wltb  Mitomatlc  couplere,  and  shall  aqalp  all  of  its  pamenger  cars  and  not  Ihb 
than  30  per  cent,  of  Ita  freight  cars  with  air  brakes;  and  no  IretKht  tealn 
ahall  be  run,  after  Buch  date,  unleas  at  least  26  per  cent,  of  tbe  cars  compos- 
ing; such  train  are  so  equipped  with  perfectly  acting  air  brakes,  enabling  tbe 
engineer  to  control  the  speed  of  the  train.  On  or  before  January  1,1899,  KO 
per  cent  of  all  the  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes  proTided  tor  shall  be 
furnished.  The  railroads  shall  report  to  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads 
erery  six  months  after  the  passage  of  the  act  the  numbers  of  cars  equipped 
and  unequipped.  Railroads  falling  to  comply  shall  forfeit  to  the  State  not 
leas  than  |1,000  nor  more  than  16,000,  recoverable  by  the  Attomey-Oeneral. 
(Law  of  April  14,  1S93.  as  amended  and  supplemented  by  the  law  of  April 
24.  1888.) 

All  fltructures  over  railroad  tracks  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty-one  feet 
in  the  clear  from  the  top  of  the  rails  to  the  bottom  of  the  lowest  projeclon 
of  the  overhead  Btructure,  except  where  the  CMnmisetoner  shall  And  such 
construction  impracticable;  provision  Is  made  tor  a  suitable  waiting-room 
at  every  regular  passenger  station;  the  Commissioner  investigates  complaint 
that  carrier  has  not  erected  such  room,  makes  flndlngs,  and  ,lf  necessary, 
orders  the  Improvement  required;  forfeit  of  not  less  than  tlOO,  enforceable 
In  the  courts,  Is  prescribed  as  a  penalty  tor  not  complying  with  tbe  order  of 
the  Commissioner.     (Laws  of  April  16,  1900.) 

DBPARTMBNT   OF  INTERNAL   AFFAIRS,   BUREAU   OF   RAILWAYS   OF 
PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  Is  a  State  officer,  elected  every  four 
years  by  the  people,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  1874. 
.HlB  salary  Is  $4,000  per  annum.  The  secretary  so  elected  la  empowerad  to 
appoint  a  deputy,  who  Is  ex-officio  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Railways, 
and,  as  such,  has  immediate  charge  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  supervision  of 
railway  corporations  and  receives  a  salary  of  f3,000  per  annum. 

The  powers  and  duties  Imposed  upon  these  officers  of  the  State  are:  To 
exercise  a  watchful  supervision  over  the  railroad,  banking,  mining,  manufac- 
turing, and  other  business  corporations  of  the  State,  and  to  require  that  these 
corporations,  In  their  operations,  confine  themselves  strictly  within  their  cor- 
porate limits.  Whenever  complaints  are  made  that  any  of  these  corporations 
have  violated  their  corporate  powers,  investigation  must  be  made  with  refer- 
ence to  the  matter  complained  of,  and  in  case  the  complaint  la  ascertained  to 
be  well  founded,  the  facts  are  certified  to  the  Attorney-General,  who,  under  tlie 
Constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  State,  is  required  to  proceed  at  the  expense 
of  the  State  against  any  such  offending  corporations. 

Annual  reports  of  all  railway  companies,  both  steam  and  street,  (also 
canal,  telegraph,  and  telephone  companies),  are  made  annually  to  the  Super- 
intendent ot  the  Bureau  of  Railways  for  a  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th.  The 
data  thus  furnished  !s  compiled  and  printed  in  an  annual  report.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  duties,  as  given  above,  imposed  upon  these  corporations,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  powers  given  the  offlcers  before  named,  special  reports 
may  be  required  at  any  time  and  upon  any  subject  with  reference  to  the 
management  or  operations  of  these  corporations,  and  any  such  corporation 
falling  to  malie  such  annual  or  special  reports  is  subject  to  a  penalty  of  16.000. 

The  only  power  these  State  officers  have  with  reference  to  rate  of  trans- 
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portatlon  consists  In  requirlDg  tranaportatlon  companies  to  charge  no  greater 
rate  than  that  authorized  bj'  the  special  act  of  Incorporation,  or  by  the  general 
Iftws  under  W'hlch  corporate  rights  are  given.  (Constitution  of  1874,  and  lawa 
passed  since  Its  adoption.) 

RAILROAD  COMMISSIONER  OF  RHODE  ISLAND. 

The  CommlBBloner  is  appointed  by  the  Oovernor  for  a  term  of  three 
years  and  gets  an  annual  salary  of  |2,eOO.  with  travelling  expenses.  There  Is 
a  deputy,  with  salary  of  |500  per  year,  who  acts  In  the  absence  or  inability  ot 
the  Commissioner.    He  Is  allowed  a  clerk  and  office  eipeus«a. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  this  CommlsBloner  are:  To  personally  examine 
Into  the  proceedings  of  railroad  corporatlona  In  the  State,  "railroads"  Includ- 
Ine  tramways,  and  report  to  the  Ivegislature  whether  they  furnish  proper 
facilities  and  accommodations,  and  to  examine  Into  all  the  other  acts  and 
doings  of  such  corporations,  whereby  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  State 
or  any  of  its  citizens  may  be  affected;  to  enter  the  cars,  tracks,  and  places  of 
business  ot  such  corporations;  to  investigate  causes  of  accidents;  to  examine 
the  books  and  affairs  ot  such  corporations,  compel  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses, and  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  aubpcena  witnesses,  and 
administer  oaths;  to  furnish  parties  interested  with  data  concerning  acci- 
dents; to  prescribe  the  form  of  returns  for  carriers  to  make  to  him,  furaish 
the  blaok  returns  to  the  carriers,  and  require  such  carriers  to  All  out  the 
same  and  file  them  with  him;  to  make  bh  annual  report  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly ot  the  condition  and  proceedings  of  such  corporations,  with  necessary 
recommendations;  to  grant  the  prlvil^e  ot  crossing  Junctions  or  draw  brldgea 
without  stopping;  to  regulate  the  operations  of  such  carriers  at  crossings  at 
grade;  to  approve  of  rules  as  to  crossing  and  operation  of  street  railways  as 
made  by  torwn  councils;  to  approve  of  the  method  of  the  beating  of  cars; 
approve  of  the  abandonment  of  any  railroad  station  after  its  establishment; 
to  revise  and  fix  milk  rates,  on  complaint;  to  Buperrlse  the  raising  or  lower- 
ing of  grades  In  certain  cases,  the  crossing  of  one  railroad  by  another,  and 
the  blocking  of  frogs,  switches,  and  guard  rails;  to  reanlre,  if  he  sees  nt, 
tiectrlc  signals  or  any  other  safeguards  at  crossings  at  grade.  (Commission 
law  of  April  26,  1S89,  and  subsequent  amendments.) 

ESvery  railroad  shall  equip  every  passenger  oar  with  a  power  brake,  which 
riiall  be  so  arranged  that  it  may  be  put  In  operation  by  the  engineer.  Failure 
to  comply  Is  punished  by  a  fine  of  flOO  lor  each  offense.  (Chap.  187,  Oen. 
Laws  of  1896.) 

No  bridge  shall  hereafter  be  built  over  any  railroad  track  unless  It  shall 
measure  at  least  eighteen  feet  In  the  clear,  measuring  from  the  bottom  of 
the  lowest  timber  to  the  top  of  the  rail  on  said  track.  (Chap.  1ST,  Laws  of 
18«e.) 

Every  railroad  shall  so  fix  Its  frogs,  switches,  and  guard  rails  on  Its 
track  as  to  prevent  the  feet  of  its  employees  from  being  caught  therein.  Fall- 
ore  to  comply  is  Rued  not  less  than  |100  nor  more  than  11,000.  (Chap  187, 
Laws  ot  1896.) 
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RAILROAD  COMMISSION  OF  SOnTH  CAROLINA. 

Tbe  law  provides  for  three  Railroad  Comm  Us  loners,  elected  by  tba  people 
for  a  term  of  six  yeare,  each  of  whun]  recelyes  a  salary  of  ilfiOO  per  aBnum. 
The  entire  expenees  of  the  CommlMion  is  borne  by  the  railroad  oorimra- 
tlona  tn  the  State  according  to  the  gross  Income  proportioned  to  the  number 
of  miles  In  the  State.  The  Commlselonere  employ  a  secretary  or  clerk  at  a 
yearly  salary  of  fl.ZOO,  and  ride  over  the  railroads  of  the  State  free  of  charge 
]n  tbe  performance  of  their  duties. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  these  CommlBsloners  are:  To  bave  the  gen- 
erul  supervision  of  all  railroad,  express  and  telegraph  companies  In  the 
State,  and  to  examine  tbe  same  as  to  their  being  operated  correctly  and  In 
accoidance  with  tbelr  charters  and  the  laws  of  tbe  State;  to  give  derelict 
companies  notice  of  tbelr  neglect  or  violation,  and,  in  case  tbey  refuse  to 
comply,  to  prosecute  them  la  tbe  courts;  to  give  notice  of  repairs  and  to 
take  court  proceedings  tbereon;  to  investigate  complaints  and  take  legal 
proceedings  upon  tbelr  determination;  to  inveatigate  causes  of  accidents; 
to  rsQulre  information  from  carriers  as  to  tbelr  condition,  operation  and 
rates  at  all  times;  to  make  an  annual  report,  on  January  Ist  of  each  year, 
of  tbelr  oOlclal  acts  to  the  I^eglslature,  together  with  statistical  tables  and 
recommendations;  to  require  such  companies  to  make  annual  reports  to  them 
of  their  financial  and  operating  tiHnsactlons,  and  of  eucb  matters  as  ara 
deemed  expedient;  to  require  eucb  companies  to  submit  Ibsir  contracts, 
agreements  or  arrangements  for  approval  and  amendment;  to  subpcena  wlt- 
neeses  and  compel  tbetr  attendance;  to  ezamfne  the  books  of  suoh  corpora- 
tions, and  to  baTe  access  to  their  lists  of  stockholders;  to  make  Tlsltations 
of  railroad  places  of  business  to  see  if  such  companies  comply  with  tbelr 
rules  and  with  the  law,  to  examine  their  officers  and  employes,  take  testi- 
mony and  administer  oaths;  to  make  freight  and  passenger  rates,  and  all 
rules  and  regulations  as  to  securing  Just  charges,  or  as  to  preventing  un- 
lust  discrimination;  said  schedules  to  be  received  as  sufficient  evidence  In 
the  courts  ot  their  reasonableness,  when  enforcement  of  the  Commissioners' 
orders  or  the  laws  of  the  State  are  sought  by  mandamus  or  other  proceed- 
ings; to  Institute  court  proceedings  by  the  proper  officers,  to  enforce  its 
orders,  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  to  recover  penalties;  to  order  flagmen  to 
be  stationed  at  crossings;  to  make  rules  governing  the  transportation  ot 
explosive  compounds;  to  control  tbe  time-tables  and  order  the  erection  of 
union  and  other  depots;  to  regulate  the  crossing  of  one  railroad  by  an- 
other at  tbe  same  level;  and  to  determine  the  limit  of  longer  and  shorter 
distances. 

In  1895  the  Railroad  Commissioners  were  made  constitutional  offices 
and  embodied  In  the  State  constitution  adopted  that  year.  (Commission 
law  1879;  amended  in  1S93;  other  laws  since.) 

Elvery  railroad  corporation  shall  cause  a  good  and  sufficient  brake  to  be 
attached  to  every  car  used  upon  Its  railroad  for  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers, and  to  every  car  used  only  for  the  transportation  of  freight,  ex- 
cept four-wheeled  freight  cars  used  tor  that  purpose;  and  shall  cause  to  be 
stationed  on  every  passenger  train  trusty  and  skilled  brakemen,  equal  in 
number  at  least  to  one  to  every  two  cars  In  the  train,  except  on  passenger 
trains  where  power  brakes  are  used,  and  one  such  brakeman  upon  tbe  last 
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car  of  every  freight  train,  wblcb  must  always  be  equipped  wltb  a  good  and 
aafflclent  brake.     (Sec.  ISSl,  Gen.  R.  R.  Lawe  of  S.  C.) 

RAILROAD  COMMISSION  OF  SOUTH  DAKOTA. 

The  law  provides  for  tbree  Commissioners,  elected  by  the  peo- 
ple for  a  term  of  six  years,  each  of  whom  gets  an  annual  salary  of  ll.BOO. 
gives  bond  In  the  sum  of  |10,000,  haa  the  right  to  be  carried  over  the  rail- 
roads of  the  State  free  of  charge,  Id  the  performance  of  official  duties,  and 
cannot  In  any  way  be  pecuniarily  Interested  In  the  business  ot  the  compar 
plea  which  the  Commission  seeks  to  regulate.  Tbe  Commissioners  employ 
a  secretary  at  a  salary  of  f  1,200  per  annum. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  these  ComtnleslonerB  are:  To  have  general 
euperviaion  of  all  railroad,  express  and  sleeping-car  companies  of  tbe  State; 
to  Inquire  Into  neglect  or  violation  of  law,  and  Inspect  the  condition  of  eacb 
railroad.  Its  equipment  and  Its  conduct  of  bUBlnesB;  to  Inform  suoh  compa- 
nies ot  the  necessary  changes  or  improvements;  to  examine  railroad  OlO- 
cers  and  papers;  to  req.uire  any  carrier  to  transfer  the  cars  of  another  and 
to  prescribe  tbe  rates  therefor;  to  require  carriers  to  file  tariffs  with  the 
Commissioners  and  to  publish  the  same;  to  inquire  into  the  management 
of  sucb  carriers,  Require  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of 
papers,  and  to  Invoke  tbe  aid  of  any  court;  to  Investigate  on  tbeir  own 
motion,  or  on  complaint,  all  practices  ot  such  carriers  involving  nnreaaon- 
able  rates,  unjust  discrimination  or  undue  preference,  make  findings  and 
decisions  thereon,  and  take  steps  to  enforce  the  same  In  tbe  courts,  wherein 
such  report  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  as  to  every  tact  found;  to  make 
for  Buch  carriers  schedules  of  reasonable  maximum  tares  and  freight  rates, 
which  are  pHma  facie  reasonable  In  the  courts,  when  action  is  brou^t  to 
compel  sucb  carriers  to  put  In  force  such  schedules;  to  classify  the  railroads 
ot  the  State  according  to  tbeir  gross  earnings;  to  require  sucb  carriers  to 
make  to  the  Commissioners  annual  returns  ot  their  financial  and  operating 
traDsactions;  to  eetabllsh  Joint  and  through  rates  when  carriers  f^l  to  do  so, 
and  prescribe  tbe  divisions  of  through  rates;  to  unite  railroads  at  Junctions, 
and  to  stop  trains  at  such  Junctions;  to  apportion  the  cost  of  erecting  and 
maintaining  union  stations  and  depots;  to  make  biennial  reports  to  tbe  Gov- 
ernor, In  December.,  be  fore  convening  of  Legislature,  of  their  doings  for  the 
preceding  year,  together  with  a  tabulation  of  the  carriers'  returns  and  such 
reoommendatlons  as  the  CommlBSloncrs  may  deem  necessary;  and  to  supei^ 
vise  the  handling.  Inspection,  weighing,  grading  and  storage  ot  grain  and 
seeds,  prescribe  rules  relative  thereto,  investigate  complaints  ot  fraud  or  op- 
preasion  In  tbe  grain  trade.  (Commission  Laws  of  1889  and  1897,  and  Ware- 
house Laws  ot  1890  and  1891.) 

RAILROAD   COMMISSION  OF  TENNESSEE. 

The  Commission  consists  of  three  members,  selected  by  the  people  for 
a  term  ot  six  years.  Bach  Commissioner  receives  a  salary  ot  |2.000  per 
annum  and  traveling  expenses,  cannot  be  pecuniarily  Interested  In  railroad 
business  nor  receive  favors  or  gratuities  from  such  carriers,  and  gives  bond 
In  the  snm  ot  (29,000  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  performance  ot  bis  duty. 
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The  Commlulon  appoinU  a  secretary,  whoee  annual  ealaty  Is  |1,&00,  with 
travelliiK  ezpeDses. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  Ibla  GommlBBlon  are:  To  supervise  and  fix  the 
rates,  charges  and  regulations  of  railroad  freight  and  passenger  tariffs,  and 
prevent  unjust  discrimination  and  extortion;  to  make  all  needed  rules  for  Its 
government  and  proceedings;  to  require  annual  and  other  statements  to  be 
filed  with  it  by  the  railroad  companies  and  to  prescribe  the  form  of  such  re- 
turns; to  esanilne  the  officers  and  employes  of  such  companies  and  their 
boobs  and  papers;  to  issue  subpsnas,  administer  oaths,  take  testimony  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books  and  papers; 
to  present  complaints  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  of  any  viola- 
tion ot  the  Interstate  commerce  law  by  the  railroads  in  Tennessee;  to  require 
all  railroad  companies  In  the  State  to  Ale  tbelr  tariffs  of  charges  with  it, 
which  It  revises  so  as  to  eliminate  all  inequalities  and  unjust  discriminations, 
and  then  appends  its  certificate  ot  approval;  to  change  and  revise  such  tariffs 
from  time  to  time  as  occasion  demands;  to  fix  originally  the  rates  (or  those 
railroads  tailing  to  furnish  their  tariffs;  to  prescribe  rules  for  furnishing  re- 
duced rates;  to  prefer  Indictments  against  violations  of  the  act,  and  prosecute 
criminal  cases  In  the  courts,  and  to  see  that  ail  laws  of  the  State  concerning 
railroads  are  enforced;  to  confer  with  other  Railroad  Commissioners  so  as  to 
secure  uniformity  of  laws;  to  make  a  report  to  the  Governor  annually,  on 
January  let,  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  office,  with  proper  suggestions;  to 
compel  compliance  with  its  orders  by  mandamus  In  the  courts,  in  which  the 
orders  and  tariffs  made  and  fixed  by  the  Commission  shall  be  treated  as 
prima  facie  reasonable;  to  suspend  the  operation  of  the  long  and  short  haul 
section,  la  Its  discretion;  to  recognize  water  competition,  when  It  Is  present, 
in  the  regulation  of  freight  rates,  and  to  assess  the  value  ot  railroad,  tele- 
graph and  telephone  properties  as  ex-officio  tax  assessors.  (Commission  and 
Assessment  Laws  ot  1897.) 

RAILROAD  COMMISSION  OF  TEXAS. 

This  Commission  is  comprised  of  three  members,  elected  by  popular  vote 
for  a  term  of  six  years,  one  member  being  elected  each  alternate  year;  each 
member  thereof  cannot  be  In  any  manner  interested  In  railroads  or  tbelr 
securities,  and  receives  an  annual  salary  of  f4,000.  The  Commission  appoints 
a  secretary  at  a  salary  fixed  by  the  Legislature  blenniatly — at  present  tl,T50 
per  annnm — also,  on  an  average,  about  seven  other  employes,  several  of  whom 
are  classed  as  experts. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  this  Commission  are:  To  make  all  needful 
rules  (or  Its  proceedings;  to  adopt  all  necessary  rates,  charges  and  regula- 
tions; to  govern  and  regulate  railroad  freight  and  passenger  tariffs;  to  cor- 
rect abuses  and  prevent  unjust  discrimination  and  extortion  In  rates;  to 
enforce  the  same  by  having  the  penalties  Infilcted  by  law  through  proper 
courts;  to  make,  fix,  alter  and  revise  rates,  Joint  or  otherwise,  and  classifica- 
tions, and  to  fix  the  divisions  of  through  rates  when  interested  lines  fall  to 
agree;  to  prescribe  reasonable  charges  for  storage,  handling  of  cars,  demur- 
rage, and  (or  all  other  services  performed  by  any  railroad;  to  hear  complaints. 
make  investigations,  findings  and  orders,  administer  oaths,  certify  to  official 
acts,  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  o(  books,  papers 
and  documents,  and  to  punish  for  contempt;  the  reasonableness  of  such  rates 
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and  orders  being  not  contestable  In  the  courts  In  actions  between  a  private 
party  and  a  carrier,  and  such  orders  and  rates  being  only  controvertible  in  a 
direct  action  brought  by  the  carriers  or  others  for  the  purpose  of  contesting 
their  reasonableness;  to  furnish  carriers  with  complete  Bcbedules  of  ratee  and 
classlfl cations;  to  inspect  the  books  and  papers  of  any  carrier,  and  to  examine 
the  ofdcera  and  employes  thereof;  to  ascertain  the  actual  cost  ot  constructing 
and  equipping  the  railroads  per  mile,  the  Indebtedness  of  such  carriers  and 
how  made,  the  amounts  paid  for  salaries  and  wages,  and  what  It  would  cost 
to  reproduce  the  physical  properties  belonging  to  such  carriers;  to  require 
such  carriers  to  make  annual  returns  and  other  statements  to  it;  to  make 
annual  reports  to  the  Oovemor  of  its  transactions,  together  with  suggestions 
and  recommendations;  to  apply  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for 
relief  when  any  railroad  In  the  St&te  Tlolates  the  act  to  regulate  commerce; 
to  grant  relief,  in  special  cases,  from  the  operation  of  the  long  and  short 
haol  section;  to  approve  of  certain  contracts  between  carriers  before  they  are 
effective:  to  furnish  certified  copies  of  any  oSlclBl  paper  in  Its  olOce;  to  see 
that  such  carriers  run  at  least  one  train  a  day  each  way  upon  which  passen- 
gers may  be  carried;  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  the  act  and  the  laws  of  the 
State  concerning  railroads  are  enforced  and  obeyed,  and  that  violations 
thereof  are  promptly  proBecuted,  and  that  penalties  due  the  State  therefor  are 
recovered  and  collected;  to  supervise,  limit  and  regulate  the  manner  of  Issuing, 
registering  and  securing  of  stocks,  bonds  and  other  Indebtedness  of  railroads; 
to  require  railroads  to  flle  proflles  of  their  roads  with  the  Commission,  and, 
g«-&eraUy,  to  make,  regulate,  and  maintain  freight  rates  and  passenger  fares. 
(Commission  Law  ot  18S1;  other  laws  since.) 

In  order  to  stop  or  prevent  Interstate  rate  wars,  or  In  case  ot  any  other 
emergency,  to  be  Judged  ot  by  the  Commission,  It  la  empowered  and  it  is  made 
its  duty  to,  without  notice,  temporarily  alter,  amend  or  suspend  any  existing 
freight  rates,  tariffs,  schedules,  orders  and  circulars  on  any  railroad  or  part  of 
railroad  In  Texas,  the  said  action  to  take  effect  at  such  time  and  remain  in 
force  for  such  length  of  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Commission.  (Act 
of  1S97,  as  amended  In  1899.) 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  has  the  power,  and  It  Is  made  Its 
duty,  to  fix  and  establish  reasonable  and  Just  rates  of  charges  to  be  made  by 
express  companies  In  Texas,  and  It  has  the  same  power  to  make  and  prescribe 
mles  and  regulations  for  the  government  and  control  of  express  companies  as 
Is  conferred  upon  It  for  the  regulation  of  railroad  companies.  (Revised 
SUtutes  of  1S9E.) 

BOARD  OF  RAILROAD  COMMISSIONERS  OF  VERMONT. 

This  Board  consists  of  three  members  who  are  appointed  by  the  Oovernor 
for  a  term  of  two  years,  of  whom  the  chairman  receives  (6  a  day  for  services 
rendered  and  his  necessary  expenses,  and  the  other  members  |6  a  day  tor  ser- 
vices rendered  and  their  necessary  expenses.  The  Board  appoints  a  clerk, 
who  receives  f&  a  day  tor  services  rendered  and  necessary  expenses.  No  per- 
son Interested  financially  in  railroads  can  hold  any  of  the  above  offices,  neither 
can  he  accept  employment  or  gratuity  from  railroad  companies;  but  such 
oaeon  are  allowed  tree  passage  over  the  railroads  ot  the  State  while  in  the 
porfonnance  of  their  duties. 
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The  powers  and  duties  ol  this  Board  are:  To  bave  a  general  auperTlslon 
of  all  railroade  within  the  State  operated  by  steam  power  or  oUier  power, 
but  such  supervision  Is  limited  to  tlie  rlg-ht  to  examine  and  Inspect  the  pb7- 
elcal  condition  of  the  roads,  the  manner  In  wblch  they  are  operated  with  refer- 
ence to  the  security  and  accommodation  of  the  public,  and  compliance  by  such 
corporation  with  the  provisions  o(  their  charters  and  Uie  laws  ot  the  State; 
In  the  exercise  of  such  Bupervfsion  to  examine  the  books,  accounts,  and  papers 
ot  such  corporations,  to  cause  witnesses  to  be  subprnnaed,  and  to  examine  such 
witnesses  In  respect  to  tbe  operation  ot  such  roads,  their  rates  of  tare  and 
traueportation.  and  tbelr  metbods  of  accounting;  to  recommend  necessary  re- 
pairs to  tlie  roadbed  or  rolling  stock,  as  well  as  additions  to  rolling  stock;  to 
direct  additions  or  changes  in  depots;  to  recommend  a  change  In  the  rates, 
oblige  a  reasonable  and  proper  operation  of  the  roads,  and  prevent  violations 
of  law,  unjust  discriminations,  usurpatlone  or  extortions,  and  unlawful  combi- 
nations between  such  corporations  whereby  rates  are  unduly  increased;  upon 
a  failure  of  such  corporations  to  comply  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
Board,  to  apply  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  an  order  compelling  sucb  compli- 
ance on  the  part  ot  the  railroad  companies;  to  inquire  Into  tbe  causes  ot  acci- 
dents; to  locate  street  railways,  in  certain  cases,  and  to  consent  to  their  cross- 
ing the  tracks  of  steam  roads  at  grade;  to  make  a  report  ot  Its  doings,  to- 
gether with  the  flnanclal  and  statistical  returns  ot  such  corporations,  to  the 
Legislature  at  each  biennial  session  thereof;  to  abolish  or  change  grade  crosft- 
ings;  to  authorize  the  running  of  through  trains  on  Sunday;  to  recommend 
bell  cord  for  use  on  mixed  trains;  to  require  returns  from  such  carriers;  to 
approve  tbe  method  ot  heating  railroad  cars  and  of  erecting  sign  boards  at 
crossings;  and  to  recommend  tell-tale  warnings  or  other  safety  dertcea. 
(Commission  law  ot  1SS6;  other  laws  since.) 

Every  railroad  shall,  before  December  1,  1S89,  block  with  a  wooden  block 
or  wedge  tbe  frogs,  switches  and  guard  rails  on  its  tracks  so  as  to  prevent  the 
teet  ot  Its  employes  from  being  caught  therein,  tbe  work  to  be  done  to  the 
satisfaction  ot  the  Railroad  Commlesi oners.     (Act  No.  22  ot  188S.} 

Every  railroad  shall  place  at  the  approaches  of  all  structures  which  ex- 
tend over  Its  tracks,  and  do  not  leave  a  clear  height  of  twenty  feet  from  tbe 
top  ot  the  rails  to  the  lowest  part  ot  said  structures  directly  over  said  ralla, 
such  tell-tale  warnings,  or  other  safety  devices  ot  uniform  pattern  tor  warn- 
ing trainmen  ot  their  approach,  ^s  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Eailroad 
Commissioners.     (Act  No.  65  of  lSd2.) 

RAILROAD  COMMISSIONER  OF  VIRGINIA. 

This  Commissioner  is  elected  by  tbe  Legislature  for  a  term  of  two  years, 
and  receives  a  salary  of  $2,500  per  annum.  He  Is  not  permitted  to  bave  any 
pecuniary  Interest  In  railroade.  He  appoints  a  clerk,  who  gets  an  annual 
salary  ot  $1,800.  This  Commissioner,  bis  secretary  and  experts  are  allowed 
tree  passage  over  the  railroads  of  tbe  State  while  In  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties.  The  railroad  companies  are  required  to  bear  the  entire  ex- 
penses of  tbe  Commissioner  and  at  his  office,  according  to  tbelr  gross  Incomes. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  this  Commissioner  are:  To  make  inquiry  and 
examination  Into  the  acts  and  proceedings  ot  railroad,  canal,  steamboat  and 
other  common  carrier  companies,  and   report  all  violations  of  law  to  the 
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Legtslatnre;  to  have  Uie  general  superviaion  of  all  railroads  of  the  State 
operated  bj  Bteam;  to  Inspect  tbe  physical  condltloQ  of  rallroada,  their  man- 
agement and  rates,  and  to  notify  such  carriers  of  tha  necessary  Improvementi 
and.  changes;  to  Investigate  the  canae  at  railroad  accidents;  to  require  such 
companies  to  furnish  any  Information  asked  for  concerning  their  rates,  man- 
agement, or  operation;  to  contract  with  such  companies  concerning  tbe  trans- 
portatloD  of  State  convicts  and  insane  persons,  and  to  furnish  the  peniten- 
tiary and  asylums  with  the  rates  and  routes  agreed  upon;  to  require  aiicli 
carriers  to  make  annual  reports  to  him  containing  full  and  minnte  Infor- 
mation of  their  financial  and  operating  transactions;  to  relieve  euch  carriers. 
In  special  cases,  from  the  operation  of  the  long  and  short  haul  clause;  to 
require  such  carriers  to  file  with  him  copies  of  their  achedulea  of  rates,  fares 
and  cliarges;  to  supervise  the  establishment  of  telegraph  offices  at  stated  dis- 
tances on  such  carriers'  roads;  to  make  a  report  annually  on  November  lat  to 
the  Governor  of  all  bis  transactions  during  the  preceding  year,  with  sta- 
Uatlcal  statements  and  suggestions;  to  publish  annually  a  compilation  of  the 
State  laws  governing  common  carriers;  to  investigate  all  violations  of  such 
laws  by  such  carriers,  whether  known  personally  or  upon  complaint,  especiall}' 
In  regard  to  connecttoua  with  other  railroads,  the  rates  of  toll  and  tbe  time 
schedules,  and  request  the  carriers  to  correct  the  same,  but  In  case  of  non- 
correction,  to  seek  the  aid  of  the  courts  and  obtain  a  mandatory  Injunction 
preventing  such  violations.  (Commission  Iaw  of  1877,  as  amended  in  1890 
and  1892;  other  laws  since.) 

RAILROAD  COMMISSION  OP  WISCONSIN. 

This  Commissioner  Is  elected  by  tbe  people  for  a  term  of  two  years  al 
a  M^ary  ol  |3,000  per  annum.  He  appoints  a  Deputy  Commissioner  whose 
annual  salary  Is  |1,750.  Neither  of  these  ofScers  can  he  pecuniarily  interested 
ia  the  railroad  business.  The  Commissioner  gives  bond  in  the  sum  of  120,000, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  dlaoharge  of  his  duties.  The  Commissioner  and 
Deputy  are  allowed  ezpenaes  while  traveling  In  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  this  Commissioner  are;  To  Inquire  into  any 
neglect  or  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  State,  by  any  railroad  corporation; 
to  inspect  and  examine  the  condition,  equipment  and  management  of  snch 
corporations  with  relation  to  the  public  s^ety  and  convenience:  to  examine 
and  ascertain  the  pecuniary  condition  and  the  manner  of  the  financial  man- 
agement of  every  such  railroad  corporation;  to  investigate  complaints  of  neg- 
lect or  violation  of  law  and  decide  the  same,  after  hearing,  and  his  decisions 
are  final  and  conclusive  unless  appealed  from  within  twenty  days  by  the 
offending  corporation,  and  if  such  corporation  does  cot  give  aatisfacUon 
within  ten  days  thereafter,  the  CommisBloner  presents  the  matter  to  the  At- 
torney-General to  prosecute  in  the  courts;  to  report  to  the  State  Treasurer  an- 
nually the  actual  cost,  total  gross  receipts,  net  earnings  and  total  Interest- 
bearing  Indebtedneea  of  such  railroad  corporations;  to  require  annual  returns 
to  he  made  to  him  from  such  corporations  on  such  points  and  prescribe 
blank  forms  therefor;  to  make  biennial  reports  in  December  of  even-numbered 
Tears  of  bis  transactions  to  the  Governor;  to  examine  witnesses,  administer 
oaths,  issue  sabpanas,  and  institute  proceedings  for  contempt;  to  supervise 
tJie  publishing  of  the  railroad  maps  of  tbe  State;  to  supervise  fixtures  and  ap- 
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pUkncee  at  croBBinga  for  tbe  protection  of  llree  and  to  require  palace,  draw* 
tng-room  and  sleeping-car  companies  to  make  annual  atatementa  to  him  at 
their  groBB  earnlnga;  and  to  compute  the  license  fees  thereon.  (Commisalon: 
lavs  of  1874  and  1876;  amendment  of  1S78;  and  other  lawa  aince.) 

Every  railroad  shall  erect  sufflclmt  blocks  at  the  front  and  rear  of  evwr 
frog  on  Its  tracks;  failure  to  comply  with  such  provision  Involves  ttM-felture 
ot  not  less  than  (50  nor  more  than  (500,  in  addition  to  damages  sustained  br 
permme  Injured,  even  though  such  persons  are  Injured  through  their  own 
negligence.    (Ann.  Stats,  of  1S89,  Chap.  87.)

Organiied  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  Special  charter  granted  by 
actaofABsembly  passed  March  3, 1SS4,  chapter  223;  amendatory  acts  paeeed  March 
5,  1888,  cliapter  491,  and  March  5, 1890,  chapter  478. 

The  Brighthope  Railway  Company's  road  was  purchased  and  mei^d  into  the 
Farroville  and  Powhatan  Railroad.  The  Brighthope  R«lway  Company  was  the 
Buccenor  of  the  Clover  Hill  Railroad  Company,  which  was  chartered  by  acts  of 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Virginia  paased  February  5,  IS41,  and  amended  Decem- 
ber IG,  1842,  February  If),  1845,  Mitrch  4,  1846,  and  Mari:h  !C,  185S,  and  wss  sold 
under  foreclosure  in  1877  to  its  bondholders,  who  reorganized  under  the  name  of 
the  Brighthope  Railway  Company. 

The  date  of  the  purchase  of  the  Brighthope  Railway  Company's  property  by 
the  Farmville  and  Powhatan  Railroad  Company  was  July  23, 1839,  and  the  prop- 
erty was  delivered  October  I,  ISS9.  The  authority  for  the  sale  of  the  Brighthope 
Railway  Company  was  under  the  general  atatatee  relative  to  forecloaares.  The 
authority  for  the  purchase  is  conferred  on  the  Farmville  and  Powhatan  Railnmd 
Company  by  its  charter. 

It  IS  not  a  reorganised  company,  but  by  order  dat«d  October  28, 1899,  of  the 
Law  and  Equity  Court  of  the  City  of  Richmond,  Va.,  the  affairs  of  the  railroad 
company,  on  petition  of  the  bondholders  and  other  creditara,  were  placed  in  the 
bands  of  a  receiver,  who  has  operated  the  road  from  that  date  under  instmctiotiB 
of  tbe  court. 

By  order  dated  October  28,  1809,  of  the  Law  and  Equity  Court  of  tbe  city  of 
Richmond,  Va.,  Col.  T.  M.  R.  Talcott  was  appointed  Receiver  of  the  Fannville 
and  Powhatan  Railroad  Company,  and  under  instmctioneof  the  court,  bas  oper- 
ated the  road  from  that  time.  This  report  covers  the  period  from  date  of 
theappointment  of  the  Receiver  to  June  30,  1900,  but  does  not  take  inloaceoont 
the  bonds,  stochB,  etc.,  of  tbe  company,  issued  or  incurred  prior  t4)  his  appoint-  ■ 
ment.

HISTORY. 

Name  of  common  carrier  making  this  report — Farmvilleand  PowbaUiD  Rulroftd 
Compftny. 

Date  of  orguiizstion— March  ID.  1884. 

Organized  nnder  tbe  laws  of  the  State  of  Virginia.— Special  cliarter  granted 
by  acta  of  Anembl}',  paaaed  March  3,  1884.  chapter  233.  Amendatorf  acts  paeeed 
March  5,  1888,  chapter  4S1,  and  March  6,  1890,  chapter  478. 

The  Brighthope  Railway  Company's  road  was  purcliased  and  merged  into  the 
Farmville  and  Powhatan  Railroad.  The  Brighthope  Railway  Company  was  sac- 
cesBOT  of  the  Clover  Hill  Railroad  Company,  which  was  chartered  by  acts  of  As- 
eembly  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  passed  February  5,  1841 ,  and  amended  December 
16,  1842,  February  Ifl,  1S4B,  March  4,  1846,  and  March  16,  1858,  and  was  sold 
nader  forecloenre  in  1877  to  ita  bondholder*,  who  reorganized  it  ander  the  name 
of  the  Urighthope  Railway  Company. 

The  date  of  the  purchase  of  the  Brighthope  Railway  Company's  property  by 
the  FarmTille  and  Powhatan  Railroad  Company  was  July  23,  1889,  and  the  prop- 
erty wM  delivered  October  1,  1889.  The  authority  for  the  sale  of  the  Brighthope 
RMlway  Company  woe  onder  the  general  itatutee  relative  to  foreclosare.  The 
anthority  for  the  pnrchase  is  conferred  on  the  Farroville  and  Powhatan  Railroad 
Company  by  its  charter. 

This  report  is  rendered  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1899,  to  October  28,  1899,  at 
which  time  the  afTairs  of  the  company  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver 
appointed  by  order  dated  October  28, 1899,  of  the  Iaw  and  Equity  Court  of  the 
City  of  Richmond.

U>  build  a  carrow-gause  road  trom 
PlttarlUe  to  Rocky  Mount.  Br  an  Instrument  datrd  Depttmber  19,  ISTS,  this  line  was 
leued  to  John  S.  Barbonr.  Receiver  of  the  Waahlnglon  OI17,  Vlr)(lnla  Midland  and 
Greal  Southern  Railroad  Company  lor  a  term  of  U  yeara,  from  the  spring  ol  IBSO.  at  an 
annaftl  rental  equWalent  to  T  per  cent,  upon  ftn  lune  of  bonds  ol  ihe  Franklin  and  FltUyl- 
Tsnla  Railroad  Oompany,  not  Co  exceed  IIOQ.OCO.  The  property  of  the  Washington  Clt;, 
Virginia  Midland  and  Great  Southern  Railroad  Company  was  Hubaequently  sold  under  fore- 
Oloaure  and  purohasedby  aoommlllee  ot  bondholder*,  who  re-organlipd  under  the  corporate
